MAKES  ADROIT  ATTEMPT 

TO  BRING  RUSSIA  OVER 


Implies  That  Agreement  Might  Be  Based  on 

Renunciation    of   Conquest   Ideas  —  Also 

Throws  Sops  to  Neutrals,  Especially 

Spain— -Says  Situation  Is  Good

BBRLIN,  May  15.— In  on«  of  tha 
most  vlforoua  and  plaln-apokcn 
Mpeecbea  b*  has  yet  made  b«fora  the 
Ralclutav  aince  tba  outbreak  of  the 
war,  the  Oerman  Chancellor  today 
bluntly  refused  to  enter  Into  a  dis- 
cussion of  Qermany's  peace  alms,  as 
demanaed  Jh  Ihterperiatlons  by  the 
Conservatives  and  HoclallBta. 

Dr.  von  Bethmann-Hollwec  asserted 
that  these  called  for  the  Oovernment's 
Hpeclflc  peace  programme,  announoe- 
ment  of  which  at  this  time  would  not 
only  be  premature,  but  It  would  ^e 
difficult  to  formulate  and  also  of  no 
practical  service  to  the  nation  In  the 
preaent   situation. 

While  appreciating  the  passionate 
desire  of  all  classes  to  know  the  Oov- 
ernment's views,  the  Chancellor  plain- 
ly declared  that  he  would  not  permit 
himself  to  be  swayed  by  pressure  from 
any  aonrce.  and  that  he  was  not  under 
the  apel)  of  any  party  or  ellque.  The 
best  Interests  of  the  nation,  he  be^ 
Ileved,  demanded  that  the  reticence  he 
had  Imposed  on  himself  in  the  face  of 
continuous  clamour  since  December. 
1916.  should  be  observed  by  him  until 
the  moment  was  ripe.  He  was  sure 
that  such  a  course  would  be  endorsed 
by  the  nation  at  large,  which  contin- 
ued to  rally  round  Its  Emperor  and 
also  would  meet  the  views  of  the  ma- 
jority of  the  members  of  the  Reich- 
stag. 

The  Chancellor  then  briefly  reviewed 
the  present  military  situation  and 
Germany's  relations  >to  the  neutrals, 
in  the  course  of  which  be  warmly 
praised  the  attitude  adopted  by  Spain.

"These  Interpellations  demand  from 
me  a  definite  statement  on  the  ques- 
tion oC  our  'wmt  ■tms;'*  tmUt  -the  Oliaii>-  - 
cellor.  "To  make  a  statement  at  the 
present  moment  would  not  serve  the 
country's  Interests.  I  must,  therefore, 
decline  to  make  It. 

"Since  the  Winter  of  1»14-'1S  I  have 
been  pressed,  now  from  one  side,  n«)w 
from  the  other,  to  state  our  war  alms, 
if  possible,  with  details.  Every  day 
they  were  demanded  from  me.  To 
force  me  to  speak,  an  attempt  was 
made  to  construe  my  silence  regarding 
the  programme  of  the  war  alms  of  In- 
dividual parties  as  agreement.  Against 
that    I    must    again    resolutely    protest. 

"On  flvlng  liberty  for  the  free  dls- 
slo«  of  war  alms  I  had  It  expressly 
declaraf  thit  the  Government  could 
not  and  would  not  participate  in  the 
oonflict  of  views.  I  also  protested 
against  any  positive  conclusions  what- 
ever regarding  the  Qovernment's  atti- 
tude being  drawn  from  the  Qovern- 
ment's silence. 

"I  now  repeat  this  protest  In  the 
most  conclusive  form.  What  I  was 
ever  able  to  aay  about  our  war  alms 
I  say  hare  In  the  Reichstag  publicly. 
They  were  general  principles — they 
could  not  be  more — but  they  were 
clear  enough  to  exclude  Identiflcatlon 
■uoh  a«  was  attempted  with  other  pro- 
grammes. These  fundamental  lines 
have  been  adhered  to  up  to  today. 
They  found  further  solemn  expression 
hi  the  peace  offer  made  conjointly 
Witn  our  allies  on  December  12,  19K. 
S»  MCmWMM  Wtth  AUlee 

"The  supposition,  which  has  recent- 
ly arisen  that  some  diflleultlea  of  opin- 
ion existed  on  the  peace  question  be* 
tween  ua  and  our  allies  belongs  to 
the  realm  of  fable,  I  expressly  affirm 
this  now  with  certainty.  I  am,  at  the 
game  time,  expressing  the  conviction 
that  the  leading  statesmen  of  the 
powers  which  are  our  allies,  are  with 
us. 

"I  thoroughly  and  fully  understand 
the  passionate  Interest  of  the  people 
In  the  war  alms  and  peaoa  conditions. 
i  understood  the  call  for  clearness 
which  today  Is  addressed  to  me  from 
the  right  and  the  left.  But  In  the  dis- 
cussion of  onr  war  alms  the  only  guid- 
ing line  for  me  in  the  early  and  sat- 
isfactory conclusion  of  the  war.  Be- 
yond that  I  cannot  do  or  say  any- 
thing. 

"It  tho  general  situation  forces  me 
Into  reoorve,  as  Is  the  oaao  now.  X 
shall  keep  this  reserve,  and  no  pros- 
Rure  either  from  Herr  Soheldemann  or 
Ilerr  Roesicke  will  force  me  from  my 
path.  I  shall  not  allow  myaelf  to  be 
led  astray  by  utterances  with  which 
Hcheldmann.  at  a  time  when  drumfire 
oounds  on  Vt\»  Aisne  and  at  Arraa,  be- 
Itovod  he  could  spread  among  the -peo- 
ple the  possibility  of  a  revolution.  The 
Uorman  people  will  be  with  me  in  con- 
demning such  utterances,  and  also 
Roeoloke's  attempt  to  represent  me  as 
being  under  the  inflnenoe  of  the  8o> 
cial  DMneecat*.

"Even  today  I  see  no  readiness  for 
peace  on  the  part  of  England  or 
France,  nothing  of  the  abandonment  of 
their  excessive  alms  of  conquest  and 
economic  destruction.  Where,  then,  were 
the  governments  who  last  Wlpter  open- 
ly stood  up  before  the  world  In  order  to 
terminate  thl»  Insane  slaughter  of 
peoples.  Were  they  In  London  or  In 
Paris?  The  moat  recent  utterances 
which  I  have  heard  from  London  de- 
clare that  the  war  alms  which  were 
announced  two  years  ago  were  unal- 
tered.

"Even  Herr  Scheldmann  will  not  be- 
lieve that  I  could  meet  this  declaration 
with  a  beau  geste.  Does  anyone  be- 
lieve. In  vibw  of  the  state  of  mind  of 
our  Western  enemies,  that  they  could 
be  induced  to  conclude  peace  by  a 
programme  of  renunciation? 

"It  comes  to  this:  Shall  I  imme- 
diately give  our  Western  enemies  an 
assurance  whlcl^  will  oifable  them  to 
prolong  the  war  Indefinitely  without 
danger  of  losses  to  themselves?  Shall 
I  tell  those  enemies:  'Come  what  may, 
we  shall  under  all  circumstancea  be 
people  who  renounce;  we  shaU.  not 
touch  tho  hair  of  your  head.  But  you 
.ivho.want  our  Uvea,  you  can,  without 
any  risks,  continue  to  try  your  luck.' 

"Shal  I  nail  down  the  German  empire 
In  all  directions  by  a  one-sided  formula 
which  only  comprises  one  pkrt  of  the 
total  peace  conditions,  which  renounces 
sucoesses  wdn  by  the  blood  of  our  sons 
and  brothers  and  leaves  all  other  mat- 
ters  m  suspense? 

"No.  I  will  not  pursue  such  a  policy. 
That  would  be  the  basest  Ingratitude 
toward  the  heroic  deeda  of  our  people 
at  the  front  and  at  home.  It  would 
permanently  press  down  our  people,  to 
the  smallest  .worker,  In  the^  entire 
conditions  of  life.  It  would  be  equi- 
valent to  surrendering  the  future  of  the 
fatherland.

the  neutral  states.  The  concessions 
which  we  have  nutde  to  them  are  not 
empty  promises.  That  is  the  case  In  re- 
gard to  our  frontier  neighbors,  Holland 
and  Scandinavia,  as  well  aa  those 
states  which  on  account  of  their  geo- 
graphical position,  are  especially  ex- 
posed to  enemy  pressure. 

"I  am  thinking  In  this  connection  es- 
pecially of  St>aln,  which,  loyal  to  her 
noble  traditions.  Is  endeavoring  under 
great  difficulties  to  preserve  her  inde- 
pendent policy  of  neutrality.  We 
thankfully  recognise  tblo  atUtude,  and 
have  only  one  wish — that  the  Spanish 
people  reap  the  reward  of  their  strong, 
independent  policy  of  further  develop- 
ing  their  power. 

"Thus,  time  is  on  our  side.  With 
full  confidence  we  can  trust  that  we 
are  approaching  a  satisfactory  Issue. 
Then  the  time  will  come  when  we  can 
negotiate  with  our  enemies  about  our 
war  aims,  regarding  which  I  am  In  full 
harmony  with  the  supreme  army  com- 
mand. Then  we  will  attain  peace 
which  will  bring  us  liberty  to  rebuild 
what  the  war  has  destroyed  In  the  un- 
hampered development  of  our  strength, 
BO  that  from  the  blood  and  all  the 
sacrifices,  an  empire,  a  people,,  will 
rise  again  strong.  Independent  and  un- 
threatened  by  Its  enemies,  a  bulwark 
of  peace  and  labor."

"Or  ought  I,  conversely,  to  set  forth 
a  programme  of  conquest.  I  decline  to 
do  that.  (Cries  from  the  right:  *Wo 
are  not  demanding  that.')  If  it  has  not 
been  demanded,  then  we  are  of  one 
opinion. 

"I  also  decline  to  set  forth  a  pro- 
gramme of  conquest.  We  did  go  forth 
to  war,  and  we  atand  in  battle  now 
against  almoat  the  whole  world,  not  In 
order  to  moke  conquests,  but  exclu- 
sively to  secure  our  existence  and  to 
establish  Armly  the  future  of  the  na- 
tion. 

"A  programme  of  conquest  helps  aa 
little  as  a  programme  of  reconciliation 
to  win  victory  and  the  war. 

"On  the  contrary,  I  should  thereby 
merely  play  the  game  of  the  hostile 
rulers  and  mjike  It  easier  for  them  to 
further  delude  their  war-weary  peoples 
Into  prolonging  the  war  Immeasurably. 
This,  too,  would  be  baae  Ingratitude  to- 
ward our  warriors  near  Arras  rfnd  the 
Alsne. 

Appeal   to   B«g«U 

"As  regards  our  EUtstern  neighbor, 
Russia.  I  have  already  recently  spoken. 
It  appears  as  If  new  Russia  had  de- 
clined for  herself  these  violent  plana 
of  conquest.  Whether  Russia  will  or 
can  act  In  the  same  sense  aa  her  Al- 
lies I  am  unable  to  estimate.  Doubt- 
less England,  with  the  assistance  of 
her  Allies,  is  employing  all  her  efforts 
to  keep  Russia  harnessed  to  England'a 
war  cbariot  and  to  traverse  Russian 
wishes  for  the  speedy  restoration  of  the 
world's  peace. 

"If,  however.  Russia  wants  to  pre- 
vent further  bloodshed  and  renounces 
all  violent  plans  of  conquest  for  her- 
self. If  she  wishes  to  restore'  durable 
relatione  of  peaceful  life  side  by  side 
with  us.  ^then  surely  it  lo  a  matter  of 
course  tibat  we  who  ahare  thia  wish, 
win  not  disturb  tho  permanent  ro- 
lationahlp  in,  the  future  and  will  not 
render  Its  development  Impossible  by 
demands,  whtoh.  :.-tdeed,  do  not  accord 
with  th>  freedom  of  nations  and  would 
deposit  In  the  Russian  nation  tho  gorm 
of  enmity.      (Tlntaderons  appUuae.) 

"1  doubt  not  aa  agreement  aiming 
ex<^slrely  at  a  mutual  undersUndIng 
could  be  attained,  which  would  exclude 
every  thought  of  oppression  and  which 
would  leave  :>ohind  no  sting  and  no 
dtoeord.

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COPENHAGEN,  May  15.— The  potato 
shortage  In  Germany  Is  making  itself 
felt  in  spite  of  the  assurances  at  the 
time  the  bread  ration  was  reduced  last 
month  that  enough  potatoes  were  on 
hand  to  permit  a  weekly  per  capita  is- 
sue of  five  pounds  until  the  next  har- 
vest. The  bureau  of  food  control,  by 
strenuous  efforts,  has  been  unable  to 
supply  a  five-pound  ration  In  the  Berlin 
and  Westphalia  industrial  districts, 
where  the  labor  crisis  at  the  time  of 
the  reduction  of  the  bread  ration  was 
particularly  acute.  Bitter  complaints, 
however,  are  coming  from  various  of >er 
sections  of  the  Kmpire  which  feel  that 
they  are  being  slighted.  In  many  sec- 
tions of  Bavaria,  according  to  reports 
to  the  Reichstag,  the  potato  ration  la 
only  twenty-four  ounces  weekly.   . 

The  Hamburg  ration  is  now  and  has 
been  for  weeks  three  pounds,  and  the 
sister  city  of  Altona  has  been  placed 
for  the  next  three  weeks  on  a  pound 
and  a  half  allowance. 

It  )s  true  that,  In  accordance  with  the 
Government's  promise,  the  bread  ration 
Is  not  reduced  where  the  five  pound  al- 
lowance of  potatoes  is  not  furnished. 
Every  pound  extra  of  flour  supplied  for 
this  purpose,  however,  upsets  the  Oov- 
ernment's scheme  of  distribution,  ^hlch 
was  based  on  the  fact  that  the  stock  of 
grain  In  the  Empire  is  barely  adequate, 
under  reduced  rations,  to  carry  the  pop- 
ulation through  until  August  1(,  the 
earliest  possible  date  when  flour  from 
the  new  harvest  la  expected  to  be  avail- 
able.

The  national  military  requisition  and 
expropriation  of  grain,  ^hlch  has  Just 
been  finished,  has.  according  to  Food 
Commissioner  Mlchaelia.  not  uncovered 
unreported  grain  to  materially  affect 
previous  estimates.  Also  the  prospec- 
tive date  for  the  harvest  haa  been  atiU 
further  deferred  by  tho  continued  cold 
weather  experienced  ainoa  tho ,  revised 
ncheme  of  distribution  was  put  out.  In 
the  East  and  West  Prussia  districta,  two 
of  the  great  gtaln  districts  of  Germany, 
frosts  were  reported  as  late  as  last 
weak 

Under  the  altered  clrcumatances  the 
authorttlea  face  the  alternative  of  again 
reducing  tfa*  bread  ration  or  confronting 
a  hiatoB  of  more  or  less  duration  be- 
tween the  time  of  the  exhauation  of  the 
present  stocks  and  tho  Incoming  of  the 
llrst  1917  flour.  Thto  Is  aa  oapleaaant 
prospect  for  tho  Oovomraont,  for  it  was 
only  able  to  check  strikes  by  the  po«l- 
itre  asurance  that  neither  bread  nor 
potato  allowances  would  be  further  re- 
duced. Apprehonoton  Is  also  being  ex- 
perienced, particularly  In  a«rariaa  clr- 
elos.  at  the  Inroads  which  the  Increasod 
meat  ratisti.  granted  when  the  bread 
allowance  was  rodoosdi.  Is  awklag  la  tho 
meat  supiply.

That  the  chief  end  of  taxation,  to 
place  the  burden  upon  those  who  could 
stand  it  beet,  has  not  been  achieved  in 
the  Government's  taxation  proposals, 
but  rather  the  very  element  of  the 
population  who  should  be  encouragedi 
werer  mulcted  to  an  extent  altogether 
beyond  what  was  reasonable,  was  the 
claim  of  Mr.  W.  J.  Bowser,  leader  o< 
the  Opposition,  in  the  Legislature  yes- 
terday, in  speaking  on  the  motion  for 
the  second  reading  of  the  bill  to  amend 
the  Taxation  Act,  the  Surtax  Bill  and 
that  to  restabllst>  the  (5  poll  tax.  He 
recalled  the  pre-election  assaulta  which 
the  Liberals  had  been  wont  to  make 
upon  the  late  Administration,  especial- 
ly that  accusing  It  with  being  friendly 
to  .tho  opoculator.  He  pointed  to  the 
fact  that  un4«r  the  li)cr««ae<i  iajcaUoo 
to  be  levied  under*  the  limendments  to 
the  Taxation  Act  and  under  the  Surtax 
Act,  while  the  Imposts  would  be  doubled 
In  the  case  of  the  farmer  and  the  mer- 
chant, the  holders  of  wild  lands  and  the 
coal  barons  had  their  taxation  Increased 
but  slightly.  The  present  was  no  time, 
the  leadei*  of  the  Opposition  declared,  to 
saddle  upon  the  farmer  any  increased 
burdens  at  a  time  when  the  whole  Em- 
pire was  crying  out  for  more  produc- 
tion af  a  patriotic  duty.  While,  his 
taxes  would  be  doubled  the  holder  of 
wild  land,  which  would  contribute  no- 
thing to  the  nation's  store  of  foodstuffs, 
got  oft  with  a  twenty-flve  per  cent,  in- 
crease, and  the  holders  of  the  undevel- 
opde  coal  areas  suffered  no  additional 
burden. 

Mr.  Bowser  thought  that  In  view  of 
present  conditions  and  the  constant 
and  willingly  met  demands  for  patriotic 
and  other  purposes,  the  Government 
might  well  have  followed  the  policy  ot 
the  late  Administration  and  tided  over 
affairs  until  the  war'a  end  by  borrow- 
ing. He  recalled  that  only  recently  tho 
Gcvernment  had  succeeded  in  negotiat- 
ing 8  loan  with  the  bank  at  five  per 
cent,  evidence,  he  said,  that  the  credit 
of  the  Province  ,was  good  and  not,  as 
the  pre-election  speeches  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  present  Government  Indi- 
cated, In  a  precarious  condition. 

Hon.  John  Oliver  asserted  that  the  In- 
crease in  taxation  was  not  liked  by  the 
Government,  \uy  was  necessary  because 
of  what  he  claimed  had  been  the  ex- 
travagant and  prodigal  methods  of  the 
late  Administration. 

Explaining  that  he  had  already  ex- 
pressed his  views,  on  the  Budget  de- 
bate, of  the  ■  Government's  proposals 
relative  to  its  financial  policy  and  the 
proposals  to  Increase  taxation,  Mr.  Bow- 
aet  pointed  to  the  fact  that  with  the 
increase  in  the  taxation  under  the  Taxa- 
tion Act,  coupled  with  the  aurtax  which 
would  be  made  effective  for  this  year. 
It  was  proposed  to  greatly  Increaee  the 
taxes  on  certain  revenue-producing  pro- 
perty. .He  objected  to  the  tax  on  real

URGENT  APPEAL 

COMES  FROM  FRONT 


The  Victoria  branch  has  Just '  re- 
ceived, the  following  telegram  from  the 
chairman  of  tho  executive  committee 
of  the  Canadian  Red  Cross:

PARIS.  May  15. — General  Petain  was 
appointed  Commander-in-Chief  of  the 
French  armies  operating  In  France  and 
Belgium  at  a  meeting  of  the .  cabinet 
today. 

General  Nlvelle  was  placed  in  com- 
mand of  a  group  of  armies. 

General  Foch.  who  played  an  Im- 
portant role  In  the  Battle  of  the  Marne 
and  the  Battles  of  the  Yser.  succeeds 
General  Petain  as  Chief  of  the  Staff  of 
the  Ministry  of  War. 

The  transfers  were  approved  by  a 
cabinet  council  on  the  recommendation 
of  the  Ministry  of  War.  General 
Nlvelle  some  time  ago  succeeded  Gen- 
eral JofTre  in  command  along  the 
Western  front.  Recently  a  new  mili- 
tary office  was  created,  that  of  Chief  of 
the  General  staft.  to  which  General 
Petain  was  assigned,  with  authority  to 
act  as  the  principal  adviser  to  the 
Minister  of  War  upon  all  military 
movements. 

This  continued  General  Nlvelle  in 
chief  command  at  the  front,  with  Gen- 
eral Petain  as  the  chief  consultative 
authority  at  the  Ministry  of  War,  In 
formulating  movements,  but  without 
actual  command  of  troops  In  the  fleld, 
for  which  his  experience  appeared  to 
qualify  him. 

The  new  arrangement  gives  General 
Petain  actual  command  at  the  front, 
and  General  Foch  will  assume  the 
position  of  Chief  of  Staff  of  the 
Ministry  of  War  relinquished  by  him.

LONDON.  May  IS.— Tonight's  official 
statement  reads: 

"Further  details  concerning  the  rtght- 
ing  at  Bullecourt  this  morning  show 
that  the  enemy  made  a  deliberate  at- 
tempt in  a  series  of  strong  and  care- 
fully concerted  attacks,  powerfully  sup- 
ported by^artHlery-and^  trench  mortar 
Ore,  to  drive  our  troops  out  of  Bulle- 
court and  the  section  of  the  Hindenburg 
line  held   by  us  east  of  the  village. 

"In  all  four  attacks  were  undertaken 
by  the  enemy.  The  first  of  these  was 
made  at  4  a.m.  upon  the  right  flank  of 
our  position'  in  the  Hindenburg  line,  and 
temporarily  gained  a  footing  In  our 
trenches.  The  enemy  waa  Immediately 
and  completely  ejected  by  our  counter- 
attack, leaving  250  killed  and  wounded 
in  our  lines. 

"A  simultaneous  attack  on  the  left 
flank  of  our  position  was  dispersed  by 
our  artillery.

"Later  In  the  morning  a  third  atUck 
was  made  upon  the  northeastern  cor- 
ner of  Bullecourt.  This  was  success- 
fully repulsed  by  our  artillery,  rifle 
and  machine  gun  Are. 

"The  fourth  attack,  delivered  from 
the  south  and  southwest,  succeeded  in 
driving  back  our  posts  in  the  western 
portion  of  the  village  for  a  distance  of 
about  100  yards.

Canadian     Overseas     Correspondent). — 
Some  prisoners   recently   taken  on   this 
front  i»re   far   below   the  general   stan- 
dard of  physique  of  the  enemy  troops. 
It  has  been  learned   that  In   their   dis- 
astrous attack  at  Avion  on  Friday  last 
the    troops    employed    by    the    Germans 
Included     drafta     of     eighteen-year-old 
lads    who    had    reached    the    front    only 
an    hour   before    the   attack   was   made. 
This  indicates  the 'SliortaKC  of  men  ex- 
perienced   by   the  enemy   on    this   front 
The    Canadian    artillery    continues    to 
be  engaged   all    day   In   duels   with    the 
enemy    guns    In    Lens    and    the    region 
south    and    cast    of    It    with    the    most 
satisfactory   results.     Many   direct   hits 
have    been    obtained    during    the      past 
two    days    and      the    German    lire    has 
been   materially   lessoned. 

A  relative  calm  exists  todny  be- 
cause a  heavy  mist  prevails,  making 
aerial  obaervatlon   Impoaslble. 

The  most  remarkable   testimony   yet 
obtained   as   to   the    importance  attach-

laRiL^'ffi«iK-_fTha  mora  energetically  we 
wtffk   at   the   consolidation   of   this   po- 
gUlon    the    more    calmly    we    shall    he 
abl«  to  contemplate  the  coming  tremen- 
doua    attacks    which    will      decide    the 
campaign." 

Thla  order,  together  with  the  de- 
tallM  Instructions  as  to  the  procedure 
to  b«  followed  In  reslatlnc  the  expect- 
ed attack,  was  sent  out  on  March  '  1 
from  the  command  post  of  the  north- 
ern group  of  tho  enemy.  It  disposes 
of  tha  rldtcnlouB  theory  that'  the 
enemy  meant  to  retire  from  the  ridgf. 
The  commanding  helghta  of  Vlmy 
Ridge  were  held  to  be  of  declalva  im- 
portance and  the  German  army  leaders 
are  not  in  the  haMt  of  giving  up  auch 
positions  until  compelled  to  do  so. 

Tha  members  of  a  veteran  battalion 
of  the  Canadian  corps  now  are  holding 
Ik  part  of  tha  ridge,  on  which  two 
ysara  aga  maay  Franch  aoldlera  killed 
in  attacking  remalnod  unburied  be- 
eauae  they  fell  In  No  Man'a  Land. 
(yvt  aoldlera  have  found  timo  deapite 
tba  pressure  ot  the  duties  of  active 
»»tr\e9  to  collect  t^c  bonea  of  the*. 
gallant  Allies  and  bury  them  rererant- 
ly  in  aeveral  mounds.  Vhese  place,  of 
%nrlal  are  marked  by  large  croasea 
eompoaad  of  plecea  of  chalk  s«it  Into 
th.  surface  of  tho  ground.  Kuitahla 
Inacrlptlona  also  have  been  plaead  on 
tha  meoMa.

LONDON,  May  1i.— Although  beoet 
with  Innumerable  difBcuitles,  the  Pro- 
>lslonal  Oovemment  of  Russia  is  de- 
termined to  stick  to  Its  task. 

Tbe  Qovernment  will  make  an  effort 
to  amalgamate  the  diverse  Interests 
which  by  their  conflict  have  made  an 
ordered  and  elBcient  government  in 
Itussia  Impossible,  It  announces  in  a 
proclamation  expressing  confidence  that 
unity  a-lll  be  re-established  and  the 
country  saved  if  the  various  representa- 
tives of  the  new  democracy  take  their 
proper  part  in  the  responsible  task  of 
government. 

The  council  of  soldiers'  and  work- 
men's ^delegates,  comprising  mainly  the 
Socialist,  and  extreme  radical  elements, 
apparently^  is  becoming  Increasingly 
willing  to  consider  participation  in  the 
formation  of  a  coalition  Oovernment. 
It  has  appointed  a  commission  to  nego- 
tiate with  the  Provisional  Qovernment 
and  is  formulating  a  programme  of  con- 
ditions which  will  permit  Socialist  en- 
try into  representation  in  the  Ministry. 
This  follows  the  council's  urging  upon 
the  front  the  necessity  of  ceasing  to 
fraternize  with  the  Germans  and  an 
appeal  to  It  to  resume  the  offensive 
against  the  enemy  and  thus  best  servo 
the  cause  of  general  peace.

PETROORAD,  May  IS.— Conditions 
for  the  entry  Into  the  Provisional  Gov- 
ernment of  representatives  of  the  8o- 
eleliete  were  diseussed-ew  Sunday-  night 
by  the  executive  committee  of  the  coun- 
cil of  workmen's  and  .soldiers'  dslegates. 
The  fundamental  principles  of  the  pro- 
gramme  which  was  discussed  were: 

A  foreign  policy  openly  pursuing  the 
aim  of  reaching  as  soon  as  possible  a 
general  peace  without  annexations  or 
Indemnities,  on  the  basis  of  the  right  of 
nations  to  work  out  their  own  destinies. 

Decisive  measures  with  a  view  to 
democratisation  of  the  army  and  rein- 
forcement of  Russia's  military  strength 
at  the  front  for  the  defence  of  Russian 
liberty. 

A  series  of  social,  economic  and  fi- 
nancial reforms. 

The  executive  committee  has  formed 
a  comipisslon  to  negotiate  with  the  pro- 
visional   Qovernment. 

Wnlsterlal  etatomeat 

PETROQRAD,  May  15.— The  Provi- 
sional Government  has  Issued  the  fol- 
lowing proclamation  regarding  the  res- 
ignation of  Minister  of  War  Outchkoff: 

"The  Qovernment  recalls  that  its 
point  of  view  on  the  present  political 
Hituatlon  was  set  forth  in  a  proclama- 
tion which  it  addressed  to  the  popula- 
tion on  May  8  In  full  agreement  with 
Minister  QutchkofT.  That  proclamation 
of  the  Provisional  Qovernment  stated 
frankly  to  the  country  that  the  State 
WHS  In  danger  and  that  for  its  salva- 
tion It  was  necesvary  to  utilise  all  the 
live  forces  of  the  country,  while  at  the 
same  time  there  must  be  complete  con- 
fidence m  the  authority  of  the  Govern-, 
ment. 

"At  the  same  time  the  Government 
decided  unanimously  to  do  everything 
possible  to  include  in  Its  composition 
the  creative  forces  which  had  not  yet 
taken  part  in  the  responsible  task  of 
Oovernment. 

"Without  waiting  for  the  solution  of 
this  question,  M.  Outchkoff  thought  It 
feasible  personally  to  leave  the  Pro- 
visional Qovernment  and  divest  himself 
of  responsibility  for  the  destinies  of 
Russia.  The  Provisional  Oovernment, 
which  Is  fully  awaro  of  the  danger  at 
present  facing  Russia  after  the  troubles 
the  country  has  gone  through,  considers 
that  in  obedience  to  the  dictates  of 
conscience  It  has  not  the  right  to  .shift 
the  burden  of  power  and  Is  remaining  at 
Its  post. 

"The  Provisional  Government  Is  con- 
fident that  the  participation  by  new 
representatives  of  the  democracy  In 
the  responsible  task  of  government  will 
re-establish  that  unity  and  fulfillment 
of  power  in  which  the  country  will  find 
Its  salvation."

Indication  That  Seeding  Is 
Well  Advanced  —  Decrease 
in  Wheat  Acreage  and  In- 
crease in  Coarse  Grains. 


OTTAWA,  May  ll.-^Sir  Robert  Bor- 
den  and  his  two  colleagues.  Hon.  Rob- 
ert Rogers  and  Hon.  J.  JX  Hasen,  who 
acted  as  Canada's  representatives  at 
the  meeting  of  the  Imperial  War  Cab- 
inet and.  the  Imperial  War  Conference 
In  London,  I'etumed  to  Ottawa  early 
this  morning.  A  special  train  brought 
the  Ministers  from  Quebec,  where  they 
landed  yesterday  afternoon. 

Sir  Robert  and  his  colleagues  re- 
turned whole  and  hearty  despite  their 
trying  three  months  In  Great  Britain. 
They  are  full  of  hope  that  \he  Imperial 
Cabinet  Idea  will  produce  satisfactory 
results,  enthusisstlc  over  the  success  of 
the  Canadian  army  in  France  and  con- 
fident that  the  war  problems  of  this 
country  can  be  surmounted  without  un- 
due dlfHcuIty.  The  voyage  home,  which 
occupied  nine  days,  was  uneventful  and 
served  as  an  opportunity  for  needed 
rest. 

Work  of  War  CaMnet 

Reserving  for  Parliament  a  full  an- 
nouncement of  what  may  be  given  out 
of  the  conclusions  of  the  Imperial  War 
Cabinet,  Sir  Robert  contented  himself 
with  declaring  that  the  scheme  had 
proved  a  success  and  forecasting  that 
It  would  become  an  institution  of  the 
Empire.  As  for  the  worU  of  the  Cana- 
dian soldiers,  he  had  nothing  but  the 
mo.1t  unreserved  praise.  VImy  Ridge, 
he  declared,  was  regarded  as  one  of  the 
greatest   victories   of   the   war. 

Sir  Robert  also  paid  high  tribute  to 
the  work  of  the  Railway  Construction 
and  rol^stry  CorFs^  ". 

"When  1  visited  France  In  July,  1D15," 
said  the  Prime  Minister,  "we  had  one 
division  there.  Now  we  have  four,  and 
a  fifth  ha.s  Just  been  dispatched  across 
the  Channel.  This  gives  an  Idea  of  the 
progressive  part  Canada  is  playing  In 
the  war." 

With  regard  to  the  appointment  of  a 
High  Commissioner  In  London,  Sir 
Robert  had  no  announcement  to  make. 
On  the  ciuestion  of  conscription  he  was 
equally  reticent,  although  evidently 
eager  to  hear  the  latest  news  on  the 
subject, 

Hon.  Robert  Rogers,  however,  was 
more  communicative,  expressing  the 
hope  that  Canada  could  release  her 
promised  i|uota  of  troops  without  the 
nccc8.«iity  of  following  the  example  of 
Great  Britain  and  the  Unit^ed  States  In 
respect    to  compulsory   military   service. 

The  Prime  Minister  made  his  first 
appearance  In  the  House  this  afternoon, 
but  will  not  make  his  expected  address 
until  later  In  the  week,  probably  Thurs- 
day.

Mr.  Smlthers  has  come  to  Can- 
ada as  a  result  of  the  recent  Drayton-

The  Grand 
Trunk,  it  is  stated,  will  ask  the  Gov- 
emAient  to  exclude  Its  system  from  the 
national Ixatlon  scheme,  with  the  exemp- 
tion of  the  Grand  Trunk  Pacific.

WINKIPEO.  itay  15.— Of  >S1  points 
in  Che  three  Prairie  Prerlnces  queried 
by  The  Free  Vress  as  to  percentages 
of  wheat  seeded,  increase  or  decrease 
from  last  year,  condition  of  soil,  out- 
l04^  for  coarse  grains  and  condition  of 
labor  supj»Iy.  US  replies  had  been  re- 
ceived up  on  an  early  hour  this  morning. 
The  replies  were  sufficiently  numerous 
and  well  distributed  to  give  an  ade- 
quate Idea  of  conditions,  and  those  con- 
ditions are  much  more  hopeful  and  en- 
couraging than  could  have  been  deem- 
ed possible  ten  days  ago. 

One  of  the  most  gratifying  features 
of  the  report  Is  that  fanners  evident- 
ly are  not  risking  late  seeding,  and  are 
concluding  operations  along  that  line 
before.  May  li.  There  will  be  Iniil- 
vlduals  who  will  risk  seeding  up  to 
May  14,  but  the  farmers  as  a  whole  are 
now  turning  their  attention  to  coarse 
grains. 

Basrsaoe   la   Wbeat  Aereaifo 

There  is  a  decrease  in  whest  acreage 
In  Saskatchewan,  and  possibly  in  .\1- 
beru,  but  In  Manitoba  it  looks  as  if 
the  .acreage  would  be  about  tbe  same 
as  in   191«. 

In  Manitoba  (S  points  were  heard 
from,  and  these  showed  wheat  seeding 
prartically  completed.  In  regard  to 
acreage,  20  gave  It  as  the  same  au  la-u 
year:  8  gave  Increases  of  I  to  15  per 
cent  and  30  points  decreases  running 
from  "slight"  to  10  and  20  per  cent. 
Soil  conditions  a-ere  given  as  "excel- 
^nt,"    "good."    "never    better."    etc^ 

"Wllh  regard  to  coarse  grains  the  In- 
dlcatlona  are  of  a  materlall>4  IncrnaHCd 
acreage.  Labor  supply  on  the  whole 
satisfactory;  29  points  reported  It  at. 
"sufBclont,"  9  as  "plentiful  •  or  ample." 
and   16   "scarce   to  very  scarce. " 

Nearly  all  reports  on  labor  had  the 
rider  that  more,  would  be  needed  fur 
harvests.  Manitoba  reported  a  lot  of 
Isnd  being  left  for  Summer  fallow  and 
many  points  reported  large  acreage  of 
Winter  and   Spring   rye. 

In  Saskatchewan  77  points  were 
heard  from  and  as  anticipated,  Sas- 
katchewan shows  material  decrease  In 
wheat  acreage.  With  regard  to  seed- 
ing 59  points  reported  10  to  100  per 
cent  of  wheat  seeding  done  and  the  re- 
mainder 30  to  75  per  cent  completed. 
In  answer  to  the  query  as  to  increase 
or  decrease  In  wheat  area.  IS  reported 
same  acreages  a.n  last  year,  9  points 
Increases  of  6  to  20  per  cent,  and  42 
decreasei^  of  1 9  to  50  per  cent.  Taking 
into  consideration  the  district  these 
reports  would  Indicate  a  decrease  In  the 
Saskatchewan  wheat  acreage  of  about 
20   per   cent. 

•oU  Oeadltlea  Oeod 
In  regard  to  soil  condition  the  re- 
port.q  are  most  optimistic,  one  or  two 
points  reported  Isnd  too  wet  to  bo 
worked,,  nnd  "splendid,"  "never  bettor" 
and  "Ideal"  were  the  terms  frequently 
used. 

With  regard  to  labor  supply,  34 
points  reported  "sufBcient"  or  "ade« 
quate,"  10  points  "scnrcje  to  very 
scarce."  and  It  points  report  labor 
plentiful.  In  a  number  of  instances 
the  reports  stated  that  schools  had 
been  requisitioned  for  labor  ar{d  almost 
all  added  that  more  would  be  required 
for   harvest. 

With  regard  to  coarse  grains.. the  in- 
dication is  for  a  material  increase  tn 
acreage  In  nearly  evefy  section  and  a 
good  many  reported  increased  areas  be- 
Insr    prepared    for    flax. 

In  all  15  points,  well  distributed 
over  Alberta,  wore  hoard  from.  These 
report  wheat  SO  to  100  per  cent  seeded. 
4  points  Indicate  Increased  acreages 
from  slight  to  10  per  cent,  while  t  re- 
port decreases  of  10  to  2D,  per  cent. 
.Ml  reports  indicate  the  soil  In  good 
condition  and  raateriat  Increases  Dn 
areas  seedeJ  to  coarse  grains.  The 
labor  supply  seems  fairly  satlsfactor>-. 
Four  points  complain  of  shortage,  but 
all  the  others  report  sufflclent  or  bet- 
ter than  expected,  though  ,  here  slso 
emphasis  is  laid  on  the  fact  that  suf- 
flclent  labor  now  does  not  mean 
enough    for    harvest.

even  studied  professionally  the  prin- 
ciples of  military  science.  A  statosman 
from  civil  life  like  the  elder  Pitt,  or 
Csvour.  or  Lincoln — and  one  might  in- 
clude Bismarck  in  the  list — may  so  ac- 
curately envisage  tbe  objects  of  a  war 
that  no  soldier  may  surpass  him  in  his 
grasp  of  tbe  war. — Springfleld  Republic

Ths  languags  question,  which  Is  one 
of  political  moment  in  Ontario,  is  also 
one  which  Is  an  Issue  in  Sasfcatahewan.

The  Grand  Duchy  of  Luxemburg, 
which  was  overrun  by  the  Germans  In 
the  first  few  days  of  the  war,  and.  since 
then,  has  been  engulfed  in  the  great 
silence  behind  the  G'Srmsn  lines.  Is  a 
curious  survival  amidst  the  nations  ot 
Europe/  Aa  it  stands  today,  it  is  of 
course  only  a  small  part  of  the  or- 
iginal district  of  Luxemburg,  the  west- 
ern part  of  whioh  Is  now  a  province  of 
the  same  name  In  Belgium.  Neverthe- 
less, it  is  a* sovereign  and  Independent 
state,  and,  by  the  Treaty  of  London, 
signsd  Just  SO  years  ago,  namely.  May 
11,  ltt7,  Its^  neutrality  was  guaranteed 
by  the  Great  Powers. 
V  In  historic  timee,  Luxemburg  has  al- 
ways posssased  some  kind  of  separate 
entity.  Under  the  Romans,  the  district 
was  included  In  the  Province  of  Belgica 
Prims,  afterwards  forming  part  of  the 
Frankish  Kingdom  of  Auatrasla  and  of 
the  empire  of  Charlemagne.  It  was  not 
until  the  Eleventh  (Ttntury  that  Lux- 
emburg began  to  emerge  as  a  separate 
State,  with  a  ruler  of  Its^  own,  but 
about  th^  year  lOfO  the  district  cjime 
under  the  rule  of  Conrad,  who  took  to 
himself  the  title  of  the  Count  of  Lux- 
emburg, end  his  descendsnta  ruled  in 
tbe  land  for  nearly  400  years.  Luxem- 
burg, however,  during  these  centuries, 
did  not  make  much  history,  as  the  his- 
tory of  Europe  In  those  days  was  reck- 
oned. It  shared  in  all  the  struggles 
which  swept,  back  and  forth,  across 
the  Low  Countries,  but  it  kept  itself 
generally  intact,  and  did  not  experience 
an'y  of  the  almost  absurd  dismember- 
ments and  territorial  adjuetments 
which  characterised  Its  later  history, 
down  to  the  threshold  of  the  present 
day. 

It  a-as  in  the  early  years  of  tho  Fif- 
teenth century  that  its  troubles  in  this 
respect  began.  About  that  time,  by  the 
marriage  of  the  daughter  of  SIgismund, 
the  Holy  Roman  Emperor,  who  was  also 
Count  of  Luxemburg,  to  Albert  II.. 
King  of  Bohemia  and  Hungary,  the 
duchy,  for  so  it  had  been  created  in 
1SS4.  paesod  to  the  house  of  Hapsburg. 
From  the  house  of  Hapsburg  it  was 
seised,  in  144S,  by  the  house  of  Bur- 
gundy, regained  by  the  house  of  Hsps- 
burg,  some  thirty  years  later,  but,  with- 
in another  hundred  years,  came  into 
the  possession  of  Spain.  After  a  sec- 
tion had  been  ceded  to  France  In  1950. 
the  remainder  wfis  made  over  to  the 
Emperor  Charles  VI.  by  the  Treaty  of 
Utrecht.  In  1713.  Just  over  a  hundred 
years  later  the  Congress  of  Vienna  sol- 
emnly erected  Luxembarg  Into  a  Orahd 
Duchy,  added  part  of  the  Duchy  of 
Bouillon,  and.  having  done  the  whole 
up  Into  as  attractive  loolclng  a  bundle 
as  possible,  assigned  it  to  William  I.  ot 
the  Netherlsnds,  In  return  for  the  Ger- 
man territories  of  the  house  of  Orange- 
Naasau,  which  Napoleon  had  confiscat- 
ed in  ItOt,  and  the  congress  had  fully 
determined  should  be  given  to  the  King 
of  Prussia.  During  the  next  eighty 
years  or  so.  complications  aa  to  gov- 
ernment were  worse  then  ever  before. 
Thus,  first  it  belonged  to  Holland,  and 
then,  after  the  separation  of  Belgium. 
it  belonged  to  Belgium.  Next,  it  was 
forced  by  the  Powers  back  again  into 
tbe  hands  of  Holland.  Then,  when  the 
male  line  became  extinct  in  Holland, 
la  Ittt,  it  passed  to  the  Duke  of  Nas- 
sau: and,  finally,  by  a  certain  provi- 
sion In  tbe  Nassau  family  law,  which 
overrides  the  Sallo  law,  to  the  present 
Grand  Duchess. 

-Vhe  modem  subject  of  such  a  long 
and  varied  story  Is  99$  squsre  miles 
in  extent,  with  a  poiyulatlon  of  about 
2S0,0t0.  In  aspect  It  is  like  th«  country 
all  around  lt.<  In  the  south,  the  hills 
are  the  hills  of  the  Lorraine  plateau; 
and  in  tbe  north  the  woods  are  the 
woods  of  the  Ardennes.  The  Luxem- 
burgers  busy  themselves,  or  st  any  rate 
they  did  before  the  war.  in  many  dif- 
ferent trades;  la  Iron  working,  in  tan- 
ning. In  weaving,  ia  glove-making  and 
paper  naktag,  and  in  sugar  refining. 
Their  little  capital  city,  also  called 
Luxemburg,  with  Its  steep  cliffs  over- 
hanging tiM  winding  river.  Its  Grand 
Dvcal  palace  and  public  buildings,  is 
ifha  of  the  beauty  spots  of  the  Low 
Countries.

For 
the  really  poor  the  conditions  are  differ- 
ent. They  must  have  bread  because  It 
is  their  principal  srtlcle  of  diet.  If  we 
can  save  a  weekly  average  of  a  pound 
Of  bread  per  head  then  we  shall  defeat 
the  submsrine  blockade.  The  situation 
Is  so  exceedingly  serious  that  It  calls 
for  the  utmost  self-denial  and  care. 
Thoughtlessness  In  the  consumption  of 
food  has  become  almost  as  dangerous 
to  the  cause  of  freedom  as  open  dis- 
loyalty.— London  Dally  Mail.

Germany 
knows  that  without  the  conquest  ur 
annexation  of  populous  Asiatic  or  other 
African  territories,  her  colonies  were 
doomed  to  ultimate  bankruptcy;  Anally, 
that  the  value  of  any  of  these  colonies. 
If  they  should  come  under  the  flag  of 
b;ngland.  Frame  or  even  Portugal,  would 
be  Increased  tenfold  for  the  simple  rea- 
son that  either  of  these  Powers  could 
^o  what  Germany  cannot — namely,  popu- 
late  them.

GERMANY  IS  SAID  TO 

HAVE  300  U-BOATS 

An  American  official  who  has  returned 
to  the  United  States  after  a  resldsnce 
of  several  years  In  Berlin.  Frankfurt, 
and  Hamburg,  writes  to  The  New  York 
Times: 

When  I  left  Germany  In  March  the 
Nav:^  Department  had  300  submarines 
rsnglng  from  300  to  1,500  tons,  and 
were  tdrnlng  them  out  at  the  maximum 
rate  of  10  a  month.  The  largest  type 
of  U  bokt.  like  U-63,  which  visited 
Newport,  taVes  fully  six  months  to 
build.  Smaller  submarines,  ranging 
from  400  to  tOO  tons  are  the  type  that 
Is  being  constructed  chiefly  for  work 
round  the  British  and  French  coasts,  as 
they  are  more  easily  handled  than  big- 
ger undersea  vessels. 

The  submarines  sre  constructed  In 
sections  at  Barmen.  Elberfeld.  Dussel- 
dorf,  and  other  manufacturing  cities, 
where  the  Government  has  plants  adapt- 
able for  the  purpose.  They  are  sent 
by  train  to  Stettin  and  Hamburg  to  be 
assembled.  After  running  their  trial 
trips  In  the  Kibe  the  new  submarines 
are  sent  to  Kiel  to\wait  orders. 

The  Navy  has  a  difficulty  aow  In 
getting  crews  for  submarines.  I  do 
not  know  how  many  the  British  have 
captured,  but  the  last  flgures  I  heard 
before  leaving  was  that  there  were  usu- 
ally CO  submsrines  out  cruising  at  ths 
ssme  time,  ami  as  they  return  or  are 
captured  others  are  dispatched  from 
Kiel  in  their  place.

"Fire  protection  la  the  qoeatlon  w*  have 
to  discusa  this  evenlns.  and  we  n^uat 
make  a  atari,"  atated  Councillor  Carey  at 
the  council  meetlns  laat  e«^lnK>  "We  have 
had  aeveral  realdencea  deatroyed  in  the 
diattlct  ^  aloca^  we  broke  off  npgotlatlona 
with    the    city    for    Are    protection." 

Councillor  Dlffgon  thongnt  that  eome 
definite  atepa  ahould  be  taken  to  buy 
modem  Are  flghtlns  apparatus  for  the 
dtatrtct.  If  Saanlch  would  Inveat  I1.30S 
It.  would  bo  a  paying  propoaltlon.  Ho  aug- 
geated  laying  tho  matter  over  for  a  few 
weeka  until  the  Provincial  Oovamment 
amended  the  Municipal  Act  whereby  Saan- 
lch could  add  an  additional  two  nillla  on 
fhe    taxea   for   Are    protection. 

•The  people  w4>uld  not  atand  for  a  two- 
mill  ralae  In  their  taxea."  aald  Mr.  Carey. 
"We  have  been  fooling  aretoid  thla  ques- 
tion long  enough  and  I  move  that  we  bay 
1,000  feet  of  hose  to  make  a  atart.  We 
ahould  have  atarted  dlscuaalng  thla  quea- 
tlon  aa  aoon  aa  we  broke  oft  negotiations 
with    Victoria." 

Councillor  Tanner  thought  that  If  the 
municipality  bought  a  car .  and  attached  a 
trailer  to  carry  the  Are  apparatua  It  would 
be  far  more  proAtable  than  buying  ex- 
penalve   apparatua. 

Councillor  DIggon  pointed  out  that  a 
hand  reel  in  Saanlch  would  ba  of  no  use, 
and  auggeated  waiting  until  the  amend- 
ments to  the  Municipal  Act  were  paaaed. 
Ho  auggeated  apending  tS.COO  for  hoae  and 
14.000  for  a  machine  and  equipment.  He 
aald  that  the  Are  undarwrltera  were  con- 
aidering  ralalng  the  rataa  in  Saanlch  on 
account  of   no   Are   protection.

When  we  build  a  achool  1  think  we  should 
flnlah  It.  By  not  Attlng  the  achool  with 
heating  and  plumbing  we  can  build  It 
much  cheaper.  In  the  end  It  will  c6at  us 
twice  aa  mnch.  The  Government  atatea  It 
cannot  give  us  any  aid,  so  we  aak  yonr 
help."

Dsnial  of  the  ehargaa  nada  by  the 
yrohlMUon  agents  of  Irregularities  la 
the  taking  of  the  ovarseaa  aoldier  vote 
was  made  at  a  contarenoa  which  Capt. 
U.  A.  Tuck,  the  antl-prohlbitlon  agent  la 
England  aad  Franea.  and  Mr.  Edward 
A.  Tulk,  counsel  for  the  Merchanta* 
Proteetva  Aaaodatlon.  bad  yeaterday 
aayralag  with  Premier  Brewater.  Capt. 
Tulk  left  «liOBdon  launed  lately  after 
the  completion  of  the  count  of  the  aol- 
dlera'  vote.  He  strongly  resented  the 
general  charges  which  have  l>aeB  cir- 
culated throughout  Britlab  Columbia, 
and  declared  to  the  Pramer  that  noth- 
ing approaching  the  exaggerated  state- 
ments made  here  had  oocured  overseas. 
He  charged  that  Mr.  W.  D.  Bayley,  who 
represented  the  Prohibition  party  In 
,  London  from  the  beginning  of  the  vot- 
ing, had  delll>arataly  endeavored  to  pre- 
vent votes  being  taken  and  counted;  he 
asserted  that  the  objections  made  by 
the  prohlbltloniata  are  technical  and  all 
their  cbargea  ware  practically  dlapoaed 
of  In  the  declaion  of  Sir  John  Simon 
that  all  the  ballota  muat  be  counted.  It 
was  hia  opinion  that  a  judicial  inveatl- 
gation  would  dladoae  that  the  cbargea 
of   the   prohlbltloniata   were   unfounded. 

Capt.  A.  Edward  Tulk  dealt  with  the 
qjcatlon  of  what  judicial  proceedings 
would  be  In  ordar  In  Britlab  Columbia 
at  the  preaent  time.  He  denied  -Ihe 
claim  of  the  prohlbltloniata  that  unleas 
Parliament  Intervened  they  would  be 
without  a  remedy.  He  pointed  out  that 
the  Provincial  Elections  Act  ws8  ap- 
plicable where  the  Military  Forces  Act 
waa  silent. 

Premier  Brewster  promised  that  the 
representations  made '  would  be  given 
full  consideration. 

Capt.  Tuck  presented  to  the  Premier 
a  mass  of  documenta  Including  many 
affldavlta.  and  atated  that  the  charge 
that  the  military  authorities  at  Epaom 
had  to  order '  an  Inquiry  owing  to  ir- 
regularltlea  waa  false  and  misleading. 
Mr.  Bayley's  charge  that  there  was  no 
record  at  Epaom  of  the  large  number 
of  men  who  voted  during  December 
waa  denied.  Capt.  Tuck  atating  Bayley's 
statement  referred  only  to  one  hospital, 
whereas  there  were  four  others  from 
which  he  did  not  get  a  report. 

Teta  V*«aily  «»fesa 

Capt.  Tuck  produced  a  letter  from 
Quartermaster  Lonergan,  Canadian 
Casualty  Centre.  Hastings,  who  de- 
clared that  all  votes  taken  by  him  as 
presiding  offlcer  at  Epaom  were  taken 
atrlotly  in  accordance  with  the  Mili- 
tary Voting  Act.  Several  affidavits 
from  sergeant-majors  of  hospital  divi- 
sions were  also  submitted,  Capt.  Tuck 
stating*  that  the  average  number  of 
men  paasing  through  Woodcote  Hospi- 
tal, at  Epaom,  in  December  being  ap- 
proximately 750  a  week,  ao  that  If  all 
the  Britlab  Columbia  men  were  to  have 
a  vote  he  would  have  hatf  to  hold  a  poll 
In  each  hoapltal  dally,  there  being 
Ave  hoapltal  divisions  altogether.  In 
addition  there  were  312  Canadian  sol- 
diers on  that  hospital  staff.  The  aver- 
age  number   of   patlenta   at   the   Manor 
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Hospital.  Epsom,  during  December  was 
1400.  with  3,000  the  average  at  Morton 
Hospital,  Epsom.  1,000  In  Longrove  and 
an  average  of  200  at  Grand  Stand  Hos- 
pital, Epaom.  Q.M.S.  Lonergan  de- 
tailed In  hia  statement  the  method  of 
taking  the  votea,  and  swore  that  he  per> 
sonally  admlnlatered  the  oath  to  every 
one  of  the  1,104  men  voting  at  Epaom. 
Hia  statement  Is  borqe  out  by  other  af- 
ndavlts  by  Sergt.-Major  Rayfleld,  Sergt. 
J.    Heaton    and    others. 

An  Interesting  affidavit  was  presented 
from  Sergt.  J.  Atkln.  Woodcote  Hos- 
pital, Epsom.  He  swore  that  on  March 
6,  1917,  he  attended  a  parade  at  the 
Cenema,  Woodcote  Park,  Epsom,  and 
Mr.  Bayley.  prohibition  aerutlneer.  ad- 
dressed tM*  parade,  telling  the  men  that 
there  had  been  Irregularities  In  the  vot- 
ing at  Epsom  and  that  he  was  a  scruti- 
neer employed  by  the  Government  and 
he  a'as  there  so  that  any  of  the  boys 
who  wanted  to  withdraw  their  votes 
could  do  so  on  the  condition  that  they 
signed  an  affidavit.  Mr.  Bayley,  the  af- 
fldavit  sets  forth,  had  also  said  that 
he  would  guarantee  that  any  man  aign- 
Ing  the  aflldavit  would  not  get  Into 
trouble,  aa  he  was  In  a  poaltlon  to  with- 
draw and  deatroy  the  ballot.  Bayley 
had  claimed  to  the  men  that  any  of 
them  algning  an  envelope  wrongfully 
waa  liable  to  be  aent  to  the  penitentiary 
for  peraonation.  Sergt  Atkln  in  his 
affidavit  swore  that  he  was  requested 
to  sign  one  of  Bayley's  affidavits,  and 
dM  so.  fearing  that  If  he  had  not  done 
•o  he  would  have  Incurred  the  displess- 
ure  of  the  sergeant-msjor  In  charge  of 
the  parade,  and  that  would  mean  he 
would  lose  his  position  and  be  ordered 
to  rejoin  his  unit.  The  Bayley  state- 
ment, he  testified,  contained  worda  to 
the  effect  that  the  signatory  declared 
the  parson  In  charge  of  the  ballota  did 
not  Instruct  him  in  the  exact  nature 
of  what  he  was  doing. 


Explaining  yesterday  morning  the 
raaaon  for  the  large  vote  taken  at  Ep- 
aom. for  which  there  waa  apparently 
no  official  record  correapondlng.  Capt. 
Tuck  aald  that  many  of  the  men  who 
voted  at  Epsom  were  not  patients  there, 
but  were  soldiers  visiting  wounded  com- 
rades, and  there  would  thus  be  no  offi- 
cial hospital  record  of  their  presence. 
The  same  thing  would  apply,  he  aald.  to 
other  hospitals  la  France.

DECLARES  ELEdRS 


Leader  of  Opposition  Points  to 
Governnfient  Actions  as  Evi- 
dence of  Unreliability  of  Pre- 
Election  Promises. 


Declaring  that  by  the  preaent  act«  of 
the  Government  could  be  seen  how  un- 
fairly the  electors  had  been  deceived  by 
the  pre-election  promiaes  of  the  Premier 
and  other  members  of  the  Government, 
Mr.  W.  J.  Bowser,  In  the  Legislature 
yesterday  afternoon,  roundly  criticised 
the  Administration  in  general,  and  the 
Premier  and  Hon.  John  OJiver  In,  par- 
ticular, for  the  plain  repudiation  of  the 
pledges  held  out  to  the  electors  before 

elc-vt^t,n.day. 

The  Leader  of  the  Oo|)0;»ltioii  waa 
apeaklng  on 'Ahe  motion  for  the  second 
reading  of  the  bill  to  amend  the  Agri- 
cultural Act,  'section  8  of  whicn  pro- 
vided for  .the  abolishing  of  the  Agri- 
cultural  Credlta  Commission  and  the 
cancelling,  of  Its  appointments. 

Mr.  Bowaer  recalled  his  predicilon  ot 
recent  date  that  now  that  the  late  su- 
perintendent, Mr.  AVIIllam  Manson,  had 
been  got  rid  of,  that  the  next  step 
wo.iild  be  the  dlsmlnnal  of  ttie  remaining 
two  directors,  Mcnsru.  Bridge  and  Dun- 
can, and  the  dismissal  of  the  apprais- 
ers and  other  employees.  The  bill  be- 
fore the  House  proved  the  truth  of  that 
prediction.  For  the  past  fourteen  years 
the  Liberals  had  been  wandering  !n  the 
wilderness  and  without  mannsu  Now 
they  had  reached  the  promised  lanri.  and 
no  time  waa  being  wasted  In  finding 
jobs  for  their  followers. 

Hon.  Mr.  Oliver:    Do  you  object? 

Mr.  Bowser:  Not  at  all.  But  what  I 
do  object  to  is  the  Premier  going  about 
this  Province  before  election  and  telling 
how  he  waa  going  to  abolish  patronage. 
True,  the  Premier  expressed  his  doubt 
that  he  could  do  1^  He  even  stated  he 
l,sd  doubts  aa  to  his  control' over  his 
own  party,  but  that  he  wsm  ready,  even 
ir  he  had  to  call  In  the  aid  of  the  Con- 
servatives, to  abolish  the  evils  of  pat- 
ronage. But  now  see  him  sitting  cheek 
by  jowl  with  the  Minister,  that  maater 
of  the  Administration.  Who  know.s  that 
he  Is  master  better  than  the  two  mem- 
bers from  Vancouver,  whose  indepen- 
dence had  brought  them  under  his 
frown. 


Either  the  Premier  l>efore  the  elec- 
tion was  honest  and  la  weak  now.  Mr. 
Bowser  argued,  or  he  was  dii<honest 
then  and  now  It  falla  upon  the  shoul- 
ders of  theJ'mastsr  of  the  Administra- 
tion" (Hon.  Mr,  Oliver)  to  announce 
that  no  Conservatives  need  apply,  that 
the  aonservstives«1n  the  service  will  be 
put  out  and  Liberals  appointed  until  an 
even  balance  is  struck. 

Hon.  Mr.  Oliver-— Why  dofiH  you  re- 
fer to  Mr.  Manson?     He  resljmed. 

Mr.  Bowser — He  r^aigned  under  pecu- 
liar circumstances.  No  one  knows  bet- 
ter than  the  Minister  of  Agriculture 
how  to  apply  tha  screw.  He  Is  running 
mad  with  the  power  he  Is  'enjoying  for 
the  flrst  time. 

It  would  have  been  much  more  hon- 
est. Mr.  Bowser  declared,  in  view  of  the

Emphatic  denial  of  tha  Insinuation  of 
tha  former  Attorney-General  that  a 
part  of  tha  money  paid  by  Dr.  Macken- 
xla  ta  Mr.  Macdonald  had  been  used  for 
his  campaign  expenses  waa  naade  In  the 
Lagiaiature  yesterday  aftamoon  by  Mr. 
J.  8.  Cowper,  Junior  member  for  'Vancou- 
ver, when,  on  a  question  of  privilege,  he 
roaa  In  hia  aaat  to  refer  to  a  statement 
tha  lata  Attorney-General  had  made 
when  speaking,  on  the  day  previous.  In 
connection  With  his  resignation  follow- 
ing the  receipt  by  the  Government  of  the 
Gregory  report  on  the  Cowper  charge. 
Then  Mr.  Macdonald  had  atated  "the 
only  Improper  uae  that  was  made  of  any 
I>art  of  It  (the  116,000)  was  paying  some 
of  tha  travelling  expenses  of  the  junior 
member  for  Vancouver." 

This  charge,  declared  Mr.  Cowper, 
mimicking  the  denial  made  by  the  for- 
mer Attorney-General  on  the  oucaalon 
when  Mr.  Cowi>er  made  hia  charge  on 
the  floor  of  the  Houae,  was  falae.  He 
would  not  aay  it  was  diabolical  In  na- 
ture, falae  in  ita  entirety  and  In  Ita  de- 
talla  and  Incapable  of  proof,  nor  would 
lie  raise  his  hand  to  Heaven  and  appeal 
to  hia  Maker  aa  to  the  truth  of  his 
statement.  But  the  statement  by  the 
former  minister  waa  absolutely   untrue. 

It  waa  true,  Mr.  Cowper  stated,  that 
during  the  general  electiona  he  had  in- 
curred conalderable  personal  obligations. 
He  referred  to  his  many  campaign  trlpa 
to  Albeml,  where  he  atumped  for  the 
Premier,  whoae  letter  of  thanka  he  now 
held.  He  had  spoken  at  Newcastle  on 
the  personal  appeal  of  the  Premier,  who 
had  atated  Mr.  Parker  Wmiams'  eeat 
was  In  danger.  He  was  rather  proud  to 
confess  that  with  the  exception  of  a 
twenty-dollar  bill  he  had  received  from 
Mr.  Hugh  Gllmour  when,  at  the  requeat 
of  the  Premier  he  had  gone  to  New- 
castle, he  had  paid  all  hia  own  expenses 
out  of  his  own  pocket.  He  had  taken 
ateps  to  flnd  out  where  that  twenty- 
dollar  bill  had  come  from,  and  he  had 
ascertained  from  Mr.  John  Hart,  Pro- 
vincial organiser,  and  In  charge  of  the 
Provincial  campaign  funds,  that  It  had 
bean  charged  to  the  Liberal  fund.  There 
had  been  only  two  official  funds  at  the 
recent  election.  The  recent  Inquiry  had 
shown  clearly,  by  the  evidence  of  Mr. 
Campbell,  president  of  the  Vancouver 
Liberal  Association,  attd  by  Mr.  Hart, 
that  not  a  dollar  of  the  tt»,000  received 
by  the  former  Attorney-General  from  a 
director  of  th«  C.N.R.  had  gone  to 
'either  of  those  funds.  It  was  not  neces- 
sary, Mr.  Cowper  stated,  to  point  out  to 
the  House  that  the  former  Attorney- 
Oeneral'a  statement  had  not  been  made 
on  oath,  or  that  that  gentleman  had  not 
availed  himself  of  the  opportunity  tu 
testify  on  oath  at  the  recent  Inquiry. 

On  the  point  of  Mr.  Macdonald'a  chal- 
lenge to  him  to,  at  the  end  of  the  ses- 
sion, resign  his  seat  and  both  to  run  in 
Vancouver  to  test  their  respective  stand- 
ing with  the  electors  there,  Mr.-  Cowper 
declared  It  would  be  the  height  of  child- 
ishness to  pay  any  attention  to  that 
challenge.  He  referred  to  the  state- 
ment by  a  member  of  the  Government 
(Hon.  John  Oliver)  that  If  the  Cowper 
charge  was  substantiated,  the  Govern- 
ment might  And  itaelf  compelled  to 
purge  Uself  of  the  presence  of  the  At- 
torney-General, or  If  not,  of  tho  Junior 
member  for  Vancouver.  Should  the 
Government  not  flnd  it  necessary  for 
some  reason  or  other  to  secure  the  ex- 
pulsion of  one  or  the  other,  he  (Mr. 
Cowper)  wns  quite  satisfied  that  the 
electors  of  Vancouver  would  flnd  a  way 
to  bring  pressure  to  carry  out  that 
pledge  of  the  Government  to  a  conclu- 
sion. 

Hon.  Mr.  Oliver  pointed  out  that  as 
regards  his  statement  relative  to  purg- 
ing the  House  of  one  or  other  of  tho 
two  members,  the  report  was  not  before 
the  House  and  not  In  evidence.  There 
was,  he  averred,  a  vast  difference  be- 
tween the  evidence  given  and  Mr.  Cow- 
per's  statement.  The  latter  had  called 
upon  the  House  to  expel  the  former  At- 
torney-General. He  would  have  Mr. 
Cowper  know  that  the  House  was  tha 
custodian  of  Its  own  honor.  If  tha 
junior  member  felt  It  necessary  to  purge 
the  House  of  the  presence  of  the  former 
Attomey-G*a«ral,  he  had  a  right  to 
move  to  that  end.  He  should  be  honor- 
able enough  to  take  action  on  his  own 
responsibility.  ,

Waralag  IB  Itaacd  Haw  ta  Cambat  Aaasal 
Past 

Fruit,  growers  and  gardeners  will 
have  to  be  on  their  guard  against  tha 
ravagea  of  tha  teht  caterpillar  this 
year,  present  indications  pointing  to  the 
fact  that  this  pest  will  be  very  plenti- 
ful. 

It  Is,  however,  a  comparatively  easy 
matter  to  keei;  them  in  check.  Fruit 
trees  and  bushes  should  be  carefully 
gone  over  once  or  twice  a  week  and 
all  webs  cut  off  and  deatroyed.  It  Is 
a  good  plan  to  carry  round  a  tin  bucket 
to  put  the  weba  in,  and  then  consign 
them  to  the  stove  or  otherwise  cremate 
them. 

The  best  time  of  the  dsy  to  do  this 
work,  is  early  morning,  before  tha  cat- 
erpillars have  left  their  webs,  or  in  the 
evening  when  they  have  returned  to 
their   quarters   for   the   night.      If    left

Late  Mr.  George  A.  Stewart 
Built  First  Railroad  In  Do- 
minion— Assisted  in  Other 
Great  Public  Undertakings.

Funeral  aervlces  were  held  yesterday 
afternoon  for  Mr.  George  Alexander 
Btewart.  who  died  on  Sunday  at  the  ad- 
vanced age  of  87.  A  few  decades  a«o 
he  waa  well-known  throughout  Bastem 
Canada  and  In  many  ways  helped  to 
form  the  destinies  of  the  Dominion. 

Born  August  2«,  18 JO,  the  lata  Mr. 
Btewart  was  the  fourth  son  of  the  late 
Hon.  Thomas  Alexander  Btewart,  who 
came  to  Canada  from  Belfaat,  Ireland, 
and  aettled  on  tbe  site  of  the  present 
City  of  Peterborough.  Ont.,  named  by 
his  wife  at  the  request  of  Sir  Peregrine 
BCaltland,  then  Governor-Oanaral  of 
Canada. 

Ha  took  up  civil  engineering  under 
Sir  Bandford  Fleming,  of  whom  h«  was  a 
lifelong  friend.  After  being  admitted 
to  his  profession,  he  assisted  In  tha 
construction  of  tha  Arst  railway  built 
in  Canada,  and  was  Ister  assistant  Mi- 
glneer  of  the  Northern  Railway  from 
1852  to  18«4.  He  practised  his  profes- 
sion at  Port  Hope  from  then  until  iNi. 
and  was  chief  engineer  of  the  Midland 
Railway  from  IStS  to  1S77.  A  large 
wooden  pontoon  bridge  built  by  Mr. 
Btewart  in  186t — the  flrst  bridge  of  Its 
kind  erected  In  Canada — atlll  continues 
to  do  good  servtca. 

In  188I,  Mr.  Stewart  was  appointed  to 
make  topographical  surveys  of  tha 
Rocky  MounUIn  National  Park,  Banff, 
Alberta,  and  he  was  in  eharge  thare  for 
eleven  years.  Hki  work  during  that 
period  will  always  romain  a  monument 
to   his   memory. 

At  the  tlma  bf  tha  "Trent"  affair  he 
raised  and  eommandad  a  company  af 
engineers  at  Port  Hope. 

He  was  the  author  of  an  eaaay  on 
tha  Improvement  of  tha  backwaters  of 
Peterborough  County,  and  was  a  Ufa 
member  of  tha  Royal  Society  of  CtvU 
Kngineers. 

Mr.  Btewart  came  to  Victoria  eight 
years  ago  and  lived  at  the  raaldenoa  of 
his  daughter,  Mrs.  G.  H.  8.  Edwardes, 
Beach  Drive,  where  -  he  passed  away. 
He  retired  from  active  buslneaa  before 
coming  to  the  Coast. 

He  married,  flrst,  CacUla  M.,  daugh- 
ter of  Mr.  O.  R.  Ward,  Part  Hope;  and, 
secondly,  Francia  M.  MeCormack,  of 
Peterborough.  Tha  father  of  nine  chil- 
dren, he  Is  survived  by  six.  tha  three 
eldest  of  whom,  now  living  In  ICastem 
Canada,  being  Mr.  Walter  K.  Stewart, 
Professor  L.  B.  Stew/irt.  D.T.8..  Toronto 
University  and  Mra.  Arthur  R.  Denl- 
son.  Ills  widow  and  three  daughters. 
Mrs.  G.  H.  8.  Kdwsrdes,  Mrs.  D.  T. 
ForlMS  and  Mrs.  W.  W.  Fonter.  ara  re- 
siding  In   Victoria. 

Honored  and  mspacted  by  all  who 
knew  him,  layal  to  the  core.  Mr. 
Btewart  wss  a  typloal  Britisher  and  a 
stalwart  Canadian  af  tha  old  aehaol.

Keea  attention  waa  paid  to  tha  brief 
ukireaa  delivered  by  Mrs.  Ralph  Smith, 
of  Vancouver.  Though  not  confining 
her  remarks  to  any  apeelnl  line  of 
>hoaght,  tbo  speaker  dealt  vary  atroagly 
9IV  tba  argent  neoaaalty  for  wome«  ta 
prepare,  to  adapt  themaelves  to  the  con- 
dltlona  which  will  Inevitably  enaue  aa 
an  aftermath  of  tbe  moat  terrible  war- 
fare the  world  has  ever  expertenoed. 

Tba  task  of  Canadian  women  in  the 
future  is  not  an  easy  one.  containing  as 
tt  doea  many  sad  chapters  of  casualtloa 
which  have  brought  death  and  sorrow 
Into  many  previously  happy  homes;  but 
on  the  other  band  they  must  not  beeome 
discouraged  by  the  extent  and  number 
of  their  self-imposed  duties.  Every  wo- 
man has  ber  own  individuality  and  her 
3wn  peculiar  Infiuenoe,  which  no  one 
can  ever  wreat  from  her.  and  If  ahe  will 
ehe  may  exert  this  power  of  hers  and 
exercise  her  own  Individuality  by  co-op- 
erating with  so^etles  and  organizations 
working  for  the  betterment  of  prevail- 
ing conditions. 

"Canada  is  destined,"  conUnued  the 
speaker,  "to  be  one  of  the  greateat 
countries  in  the  world,  but  it  rests  with 
vou  and  with  me  to  help  In  making  it 
>uoh.  With  combined  effort  and  unity 
of  purpose  there  ia  nothing  that  women 
cannot  accomplish.  It  Is  the  duty  of  all 
wromen  to  create  so  tmr  as  possible  the 
spirit  of  hairiness  In  this  world,  so 
prona  to  be  dull  and  replete  with  earea 
and  responsibilities. 

"In  fostering  this  spirit  of  happiness, 
the  Women's  Canadian  Cluba  through- 
out Canada,  -wherever  they  have  been 
estabilahed,  have  been  remarkably  suc- 
cessful. The  wonderful  lectures  which 
are  given  from  time  to  time  under  their 
auapicea  are  an  education  In  themselvea, 
and,  without  doubt,  are  prodnetlva  of 
untold  good  in  their  effecta" 

In  eonoloding,  the  speaker  reminded 
tha  women  of  the  Usk  which  will  form 
a  large  part  of  their  future  responsibil- 
ity; since  provision  must  be  made  for 
widowa  and  orphans;  maimed  aoldiera 
muat  be  cared  for,  and  positions  must 
be  fonnd  for  soldiers  returning  from  the 
war.  Thla  la  a  world  in  which  co-op- 
eration of  the  aexea  is  > necessary,  and 
men  will  welcome  into  the  public  arena 
of  life  Intelligent  women  with  tbe  abil- 
ity to  grasp  and  cope  with  any  situation 
requiring  thoughtful  conaidaratlon  and 
immediate  action. 

A  splendid  tribute  waa  paid  to  tha 
work  of  the  ■  Imperial  Order  of  the 
Daughtera  of  the  Empire,  which  has' 
bean  ao  successful  in  accommodating  it- 
self to  the  changed  conditions  into 
which  the  Empire  has  been  plunged. 
"At  the  .outbreak  of  war."  said  Mrs. 
Smith,  "there  were  15,«0«  women  or- 
ganized for  we  knew  not  what,  but  as 
may  be  seen  by  daily  records  of  their 
energetic  endeavor,  we  really  had  15,000 
women  organised  for  national  service  In 
the  truest  sense  of  the  word."

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Stepa  are  being  taken  by  Medical 
Health  0«cer  Dr.  A.  O.  Price,  to  revisa 
tha  city's  by-law  governinc  tho  sale 
of  milk  so  as  to  make  it  conform  to 
tbe  new  regulations  which  have  been 
paaaad  by  the  I/egialature.  This  means 
that  every  randor  of  milk  in  the  city 
must  be  provided  with  a  licence,  which 
win  be  granted  by  tbe  eity  only  to 
tboao  who  show  a  OoveromeTxt  certtfl- 
cate  of  proper  aanltary  conditions  in 
the  production  of  milk. 

An  attempt  waa  made  early  thia 
year  to  enforce  the  securing  of  Oov- 
emmeat  certMcates,  but  the  city 
health  department  aniatly  dropped  It 
because  of  tha  pending  change  in  tha 
eertlflcato  requlremeaU.  Now  that 
these  changes  have  been  completed, 
tba  city  is  preparing  to  make  sure  that 
no  milk  lb  sold  here  without  a  city 
licence. 

The  city  will  ^rant  temporary  li- 
cences to  vendors  who  have  the  proper 
stable  facilities,  but  who  cannot  pro- 
duce certlAcates  from  the  Oovemment 
veterinary  sUtlon  that  their  cat- 
tle are  free  from  tuberculosis,  but 
who  Intend  to  have  their  cattle  tested 
as  soon  as  possible. 

Dr.  Price  has  been  investigating  the 
milk  situation  In  the  Hty  and  has  made 
roeommendations  as  to  changes  advis- 
able In  the  by-law.  In  a  apecial  report 
to  Mayor  Todd,  ho  saya: 

"Pure  milk  Is  a  very  Important  fac- 
tor in  maintaining  the  good  health  of 
the  city  and  especially  ^urtng  the  Sum- 
mer roOBtbs,  and  In  the  prevention  of 
an  epidemic  of  diarrhoea  which  ia  like- 
ly   to   prevail   among   children     where 

tsmrls  tmpur*.^* : "^ 

Dr.  Price  has  taken  tha  question  of 
Ahe  enforcing  of  pure  milk  regula- 
tions into  his  own  hands  and  a  few 
days  ago  took  stringent  action  against 
one  dairyman  of  Gordon  Head.  This 
man  haa  been  supplying '  the  Isolation 
Hoapital.  The  supply  of  this  impure 
milk  to  the  Institution  was  stopped. 

On  an  inspection  of  tha  farm  the 
doctor  found  that  the  milk  was  unfit 
for  use,  and  sour.  He  immediately 
went  out  to  see  the  Oordon  Head  pro- 
ducer and  found  the  cause  of  tho  bad 
milk.  He  found  the  sanitary  condi- 
tion of  tho  OQW  house  and  th«  milk 
house  surroundings  wholly  unsatisfac- 
tory. Manure  had  not  been  removed 
from  the  cow  house  and  there  were 
heaps  of  manure  against  the  walls  of 
the  building.  The  cow  house  was 
dirty  and  emitted  a  foul  odor  and  the 
door  was  not  proof  against  raU.  He 
discovered  the  milk  being  cooled  In 
cana  standing  in  impure  water  and 
much  stagnant  and  dirty  watar*evary- 
where. 

Dr.  Price  says  that  dairies  such  as 
this  must  lose  no  time  In  improving 
themselves   or   going   out   of   business.

The  aid  Londgn  price  ring:  rulea,  of 
courae,  allowed  almost  anything  "above 
the  walatbaad;'*  wrcatling  waa  part  of 
tha  game  and  a  coateetant  waa  Juat  aa 
much  at  liberty  ta  throw  hia  man  If 
he  eould,  provided  ha  did  not  take  bald 
of  him  below  tke  belt,  aa  ta  knock  blm 
down. 

The  Queenaberry  rulea  were  deeignad 
te  allminate  thla  and  to  encourage  box- 
ing pure  and  atmple.  Originally,  they 
were  intended  to  govern  amateur  beuta 
only,  but  the  code  was  revlaed  to  auit 
the  requlremente  of  profeaalonals.

yeaterday.  He  held  that  it  waa  appar- 
eat  the  Imperial  authoritlea  had  dealt 
with  tke  aabject-matter  of  the  bill  under 
Acta  ralatlag  to  the  men  on  aervlce.  aad 
that  the  provlalons  of  the  Regimentdl 
Dabta  Act.  1893,  now  a  law  of  Oanada, 
fully  covered  the  pointa  of  tha  bill  la> 
traduced  by  the  leader  of  the  Oppoat- 
tion  aa  to  tka  dlatrlbnUoa  of  eautaa  af 
peraona  who.  at  tha  time  of  their  death, 
ware  not  amenable  to  Provlaolal  lawa.

IX)NDON,  May  IS. — A  senteace  of  three 
years  penal  servitude  was  pieted  ^at  to  an 
assistant  censor  of  cablea  at  the  pr^s 
bureau   here  the  other  day. 

The  censor  was  A.  T.  Spalding,  4t  years 
old.  The  case,  wklch  was  the  first  «f  Its 
kind  in  the  war,  was  held  In  camera. 
The  prisoner  waa  fetmd  guilty  of  aending 
to  a  friend  what  he  called  "tid-blta  of  In- 
formation." Tha  friend  communicated  the 
Information   to   ethers. 

In  aentencing  the  priaoner  the  court 
aald: 

"Th  prisoner  did  not  do  these  things 
to  aaalat  the  enemy,  or  hia  life  would 
have  been  forfeited.  Censorahip  la  highly 
repugnant  to  the  Bngllah  people,  and  can 
only  stand  on  the  ground  that  the  per- 
sons entrusted  with  the  duties  act  In  the 
highest    good    faith."

LONDON,  May  li.— The  Austrian 
communication  as  received  here  states 
that  after  three  days'  artillery  prepara- 
tion, an  Italian  attack  was  begun  on 
Monday  against  the  Austrian  Isonso 
army  on  a  front  of  more  than  forty  kilo- 
metres. The  Italians  at  maay  points 
collapsed  before  the  Auetrian  fire,  says 
the  communication,  and  at  one  point 
threw  away  their  equipment  and  retreat- 
ed la  complete  disorder. 


AT  WO  PdlNTS 


Struggles  on  British  Front 
Centre  at  Lens  and  Bulle- 
court — Field  IVIarshal's  Men 
Closing  in  on  Both. 


BRITISH  ARMIES  IN  FRANCE,  via 
London,  May  15. — (From  a  Staff  Oor- 
Kapondent  of  The  Associated  Press.) — 
Though  a  lull  overhangs  the  greater 
portion  of  the  British  line,  so  complete 
in  places  that  larks'  singing  and  swal- 
lows' fussing  make  welcome  breaks  In 
the  silences,  other  spots  are  witnessing 
unending  flghting.  Rullecourt  is  one  of 
these  spots.  Lens  in  another  and  the 
valley  of  the  Scarpe  another. 

Here  the  Germans  never  cease  coun- 
ter-attacks, throwing  In  fresh  bat- 
talions after  battalions,  only  to  pull 
them  out  after  three  or  four  days  as 
slashed   remnants. 

Field  Marshal  Sir  Douglas  Haig.  ac- 
cepting the  homely  axiom  that  there 
are  more  ways  of  killing  a  dog  than  by 
choking  him  to  death  on  butter,  re- 
fuse* to  sacrifice  his  m^n  in  frontal  at- 
tacks on  such  positions.  Thus,  day  by 
day,  sniping  off  a  piece  here  and  there, 
he  Is  gradually  cutting  away  the  fabric 
known  as  the  lllndenburg  line  and 
threatening  positions  farther  back.  He 
carefully  nips  the  edges  of  the  enemy's 
strong  points,  conserving  his  om-n  force 
until  at  a  given  moment  he  closes  in 
ilk*  a  oat,  capturing  points,  with  their 
garrisons   and   supplies. 

Tyyleat  Szample 

The  Rullecourt  fighting  In  a  typical 
example.  Here  what  amounts  to  a 
hand-to-hand  struggle  has  continued  for 
two  weekfi,  sometimes  advancing  and 
aometimes  retreating,  but  always  net- 
ting slow  but  sure  gains  for  Field  Mar- 
shal Halg's  legions.  The  German  wire- 
less recently  aald:  "This  is  the  twelfth 
attack  on  the  mass  of  craters  which  re- 
present Rullecourt  since  April  li.  if, 
however,  the  English  are  bent  upon  pos- 
session of  this  heap  of  ruins,  th^y  will 
have  to  repeat  the  attack  for  the  thir- 
teenth time." 

In  effect  the  village  now  is  virtually 
all  British,  not  needing  the  German  ad- 
mission that  the  thirteenth  assault  was 
complete  In  Its  conquest.  The  Germans 
thrice  have  frensledly  counter-attacked 
the  British  holdings  In  the  HIndenburg 
line,  through  the  edge  of  the  village, 
leaving  many  dead  as  they  staggered 
back  defeated. 

The  >Britlsh  sre  almost  Imperceptibly 
closing  in  aboat  I^ns  in  much  the  same 
manner,  with  almost  continuous  light- 
ing reported.  Southeast  of  Ix>os,  the 
OernMUis.  attacking  from  trenches  near 
Cite  St.  Laurent,  are  breaking  up  under 
the  KBgllah  artillery  (Ire.  In  a  snappy 
encounter  around  the  OlUemont  farm 
tha  Germans  drove  ovt  the  Rrttlsh  in  a 
midnight  attack,  but  the  British  coun- 
ter-attacked and  recaptured  the  farm 
before  dawa.

Act  of  Last  Year  Takes 
Benefits.

Uttla  aonsideratlon  for  the  returned 
aoldler'  haa  been  shown  by  the  present 
OovanNneat,  Mr.  W.  B.  aoaa.  Canaerva. 
tive  member  for  Fort  George  asaerted 
laat  night  in  the  Legislature  In  contin- 
uing the  dabata  on  the  motion  (or  the 
second  reading  of  tha  bill  to  amend  the 
Soldiers-  Ifomestead  Act  of  laat  year. 
Mr.  Ross  sUted  that  In  all  the  leariala- 
tion  brought  down  at  the  present  ses- 
Bloa  there  waa  Uttla  to  show  that  the 
<3^«mment  had  any  concrete  plan  for 
benafltting  the  returned  men.  The  bill 
before  the  Ifouae,  tnatead  of  doing  any- 
thUig  to  that  end  actually  wiped  out 
the  onty  meaanre  under  which  the  re. 
turoOd  men,  throuab  the  action  of  tha 
lata  admtniatration,  would  be  profltted. 

The  member  for  Fort  Qcorge  referred 
to  tba  torme  of  laat  year'a  act  which 
provided  for  tba  eaUing  In  of  aU  Oov- 
emment lan^  on  which  arreara  *%• 
lated.  the  aHlowIng  of  purchasers  to  ac- 
eapt  allottments  to  tha  aggregate  value 
of  the  amounta  they  had  actually  paid 
on  account  of  their  purehaaea.  and  the 
aettinc  aside  of  the  hold4ngs  taken  back 
by  the  Oovernmcnt  for  the  benelll  of 
the  men  on  active  service.

Miniater  of  War 
and  Marine,  and  reaiim.  owing  to  the 
Impoaalbility  of  fulflilllng  thlr  duty  to 
the  country  under  the  preaent  condl- 
tiona. 

Afvaal  to  BoalaUata  af  Bmptrea 

The  council  of  workmen's  and  soldiers' 
delegates  today  Issued  an  appeal  to  the 
Socialists  of  Oermany  and  Austria  to 
prevent  their  troops  from  belnc  hurled 
aiainat  the  Western  front  in  order  to 
crush  France  and  then  dash  on  to 
Russia.  The  appeal  conclude'a  as  fol- 
lotra: 

"Tho  democracy  of  the  revolution  of 
Ruaala  appeala  to  the  Sociallata  of  Aua- 
trte  apd  Oermany.  Tou  cannot  allow 
your  Oovernment  to  be  the  executionera 
of  RuasUn  liberty.  Tou  cannot  allow 
your  governmenta.  teking  advantage  of 
the  Joy  evoked  tn  the  Ruaslan  army  t>y 
liberty  and  fraternity,  to  hurl  their 
troopa  onto  the  Weatern  front  tn  the 
flrat  place  in  order  to  cruah  Prance  and 
then  te  daah  on  Ruaela,  and  finally 
crush  you  as  well  as  the  international 
proleterlat   In   the  grip  of  imperialism. 

"The  demecraey  of  revolutionary  Rus- 
sia appeals  to  the  Socialists  of  neutral  and 
belHserent  partira  not  to  allow  the 
triumph  ef  Imperlallam.

The 
aaanagaamat  rep4irts  that  the  Qoncea- 
trating  plant  la  giving  erery  satlsfae- 
tloa  aad  that  carload  shipments  of  con- 
centrate will  be  made  regularly. 

Mr.  Wm.  Hpdges.  from  LAke  La 
Hache,  which  The  Standard-Sentlael 
says  Is  away  to  the  north,  was  In  Kam- 
l4>fps  at  the  beftnning  .of  this  month. 
He  is  stated  to  have  reported  that  tlie 
mineral  strike  on  Timothy  Mounuin.  in 
the  Eagle  Lake  district,  was  being 
talked  about  and  that  it  looked  aa  if 
there  are  some  big  depoalta  of  copper 
and  sUrer  and  lead  ore  there.

Mining  news  published  at  Prince  Ru- 
pert follows: 

.  A  sample  of  ore  from  the  40-fooi 
winsa  at  the  Highland  Boy  mine  near 
Hatelton  has  proved  to  be  rich.  The 
vein  runs  to  two  feet  in  width.  Ship- 
ments of  ors  are  being  made  to  tha 
Xjadysmith  smeltery,  aad  there  la  con- 
siderable ore  already  sacked  at  the 
mine.  It  is  being  hauled  to  Skeena 
Croasing  for  shipment.

Vha   BOalaff   ladnstry    aat   the 
Battways 

In  the  course  of  an  address  he  de- 
livered before  the  Canadian  Club,  of 
Montreal,  Quebec,  several  weeks  ago, 
Mr.  Arthur  A.  Cole,  mining  engineer  for 
the  Temlskamlng  and  Northsm  Ontario 
Railway,  at  one  time  chief  aasayer  at 
the  Centre  Star-War  Eagle  min4»s,  Ross- 
land,  said  relative  to  mines  Hading  traf- 
fic for- rati  waya:- 

Most  Canadiana,  if  asked  why  so  much- 
railway  development  has  been  done,  will 
answer  that  it  was^  primarily  with  the 
object  Of  opening  vast  agricultural 
areas,  and  likely  they  would  be  right. 
Now,  I  do  not  wish  for  a  moment  to 
minimise  the  imiHirtance  of  the  agricul- 
tural industry.  It  is  the  most  important 
basic  industry.  Ait  we  should  try  to  see 
things  in  their  true  perspecttre.  Now 
that  the  railways  have  been  built,  who 
supplies  the  business  to  them? 

Take,  for  example,  the  Temlskamlng 
and  Northern  Ontario  Railway,  On- 
tario's Qovernment  railway.  The  T.  A: 
N.  O.  Railway  was  projected  as  a  col- 
onisation railroad  to  open  the  large 
agricultural  areas  to  the  north  of  Lake 
Temlakaming,  known  as  the  "clay  belt" 
of  Northern  Ontario.  Who  provides  the 
freight  for  this  rsilway? 

During  the  laat  Ave  years  the  mining 
industry  has  been  accountable  for  47 
per  cent  of  the  total  freight  revenue, 
while  agriculture  gave  nearly  IS  per 
cent.,  or  a  little  more  than  one-quarter 
that  of  the  mining  Industry.  Thus  tha 
railwsy  was  built  for  the  farmer,  but 
the  miner  supplies  the  freight.  If  the 
railway  was  forced  to  depend  on  tha 
farmer  for  its  freight  revenue,  it  is 
likely  that  travelers  would  have  to  bo 
content  with  one  or  two  mixed  trains 
each  way  weekly,  instead  of,  as  at  pre- 
sent, from  two  to  three  up-to-date  pas- 
senger tridns  dally. 

Lest  this  may  appear  to  be  an  extfip- 
tlonal  ease,  consider  Canada  as  a  whole. 
In  the  report  for  the  flscal  year  191S, 
the  Department  of  Railways  and  Canals 
published  figures  from  whioh  the  fol- 
lowing are  pertinent:  For  tha  year  Itlt. 
the  products  of  agriculture,  handled  by 
the  Canadian  railways,  formed  !•  per 
cent,  of  the  tot4J.  and  during  the  same 
period  the  products  of  mines  was  3h 
per  cent,  of  the  total,  or  more  than 
twice  as  much;  and  these  percentages 
were  practically  the  same  for  the  six 
years  previous.  The  manufaotnrer  need 
not  think  that  he  makes  a  better  show- 
tag  than  that,  for  manufactures  come 
one  per  cent  less  than  agriculture 
U4«). 

The  figures  prepared  by  the  Inter- 
state Commerce  Commission  covertnc 
freight  tralBc  over  the  rallwaya  of  the 
iTnlted  States  show  that  for  two  years 
which  were  conaidered  normal,  the  pro- 
ducts of  agriculture  were  •  per  cent,  of 
the  aggregate,  while  the  products  of* 
mines  formed  SS  per  cent,  of  the  total, 
or  nearly  six  tlmea  ae  much.  Thesa 
are  facts  that  caaaat  be  got  away  from, 
and  which  show  that,  from  a  railway 
standpoint,  at  least,  the  mineral  indus- 
try is  of  immense  Importance.

Sir, — I  have  to  apologise  to  Mr.  Justice 
Martin  aad  yourself  for  having  attrib- 
uted to  the  former  a  statement  that  "he 
never  read  the  papers,"  published  in 
Sunday  last  in  a  letter  signed^  by  my- 
self, relating  an  old  aewapaper  inci- 
dent. I  had  read  casually  the  news  Item 
and  editorial  comment  on  Mr.  Martin's 
liiiertlon  In  Vancouver,  But  on  idBTeh^ 
ing  the  file  I  find  that  what  he  la  re- 
ported to  have  said  was  that  he  never 
paid  any  attention  to  what  he  read  in 
the  papers.  This  of  course  Is  alto- 
gether a  different  statement  from  the 
one  I  attributed  to  him,  and  also  a 
quite  proper  one  for  Mr.  Justice  Martin 
to  make,  as  I  gather  that  his'  meaning 
is  that  newspaper  comment  on  a  case 
which  he  was  hearing,  did  not  iafiuence 
his  finding  in  any  way.  It  was  care- 
lessness on  my  part  not  to  have  made 
oertain   before  writing. 

I  would  like  to  reproduce  Mr.  Mar- 
tin's somewhat  visorous  letter  callltig 
me  to  task,  but  this  I  cannot  do  with 
out  his  consent.  However,  I  may  re- 
mark that  he  seems  to  have  the  Impres- 
sion, which  so  msny  others  also  pos- 
sess, that  a  newspaper  arlter  Is  trained 
on  tlie  llaeo  and  follows  the  practice 
of  a  criminal  lawyer,  for  the  defence 
Aa  you  and  all  other  good  newspaper 
men  know  the  first  and  strongest  In- 
junction to  a  "cub"  is  that  he  must 
bring  In  only  truthful  news,  and  that 
whenever  possible  he  shall  verify  any 
given  him  by  further  inquiry.  As  a 
matter  of  fact,  newspaper  writers  are 
in  a  very  high  average  a  very  truthful 
sat  of  individuals,  at  any  rate  In  the 
purveying  of  news.

I  have  frequently 
had  during  the  past  yegr  to  combat  the 
statement  of  various  otherwiae  well-in- 
formed and  Intelligible  persons  who  per- 
sist in  asserting  that  the  cabled  war 
news  appearing  in  the  daily  press  Is  im- 
rellable,  claiming  that  it  is  mostly  man- 
ufactured in  New  Tork.  Of  course  this 
la  untrue  and  foolish,  for  anyone  who 
has  had  any  experience  In  newspaper 
work  could  Inform  these  ignorant 
critics  that  every  word  under  a  Ruro- 
pean  date  is  censored  lif  London,  Eng. 
It  is  only  a  short  time  ago  that  the 
Hearst  newspai^er  correspondents  in 
London  were  forbidden  access  to  the  of- 
ficial news  buresu  and  the  use  of  the 
cable  because  of  their  Tying  letters  pub- 
lished in  the  United  States.  Re4iders 
of  The  London  Weekly  Times  will  agree 
that  the  war  news  cabled  here  is  the  gist 
of  that  published  in  I/ondtm,  where  na- 
turally the  great  dallies  have  every- 
thing In  greater  detail.

Mr.  Anderson's  letter  on  the  above 
subject  would  have  been  of  interest 
had  he  explained-  the  method  adopted 
to  obtaiB  sap  from  the  grove  of  maple 
trees  which  he  found  in  earlier  days 
so  Interesting  and  which  he  left  In 
later  days,  so  dire  and  desolate.  I 
fancy  it  must  have  been  the  double 
bitted  axe,  as  "a  long  time  ago"  savors 
so  much  of  the  "early  pioneer,"  whose 
partiality  to  this  formidable  weapon 
we  are  all  familiar  with.  Said  axe, 
however,  wauld  bave  wrought  an  equal 
amount  of  havoc  in  almost  any  other 
grove  of  splendid  trees,  and  oeriainly 
would  not  tend  to  enhance  the  value  of 
property,  from  a  real  estate  point  of 
view — hence  ■  the  tears. 

Trees  of  many  descriptions  are 
tapped  throughout  the  world  and  when 
the  operation  is  performed  Judiciously, 
the  vein  and  not  the  artery  cut.  there 
is  no  apparent  111  effect.  The  actual 
sap  taken  from  the  tree  is  only  from 
that  l^rlaontal  line  two  inches  broad 
and  running  to  the  top  of  the  tree. 
Two  inches  woqld  have  no  more  effect 
on  a  tree,  say  six  feet  In  circumference, 
than  a  woodpecker  in  search  of  his 
daily  meal.  I  Later^on  your  correspon- 
dent asserts  that  the  sap  required  to 
make  the  syrup  is  far  in  excess  to  the 
Eastern  maple,  this  I  have  proved  to 
be  otherwise.  Syrup  from  our  trees, 
when  boiled  down  to  l-lo  of  original, 
will  orystalixe,  as  my  sample  in  the 
offices  of  the  Island  Development  Com- 
pany will  show.  Standard  syrup  In  the 
Bast  is  boiled  down  to  this  amount.' 
Your  correspondent  further  states  that 
"the  experiment  would  not  compensate 
for  the  few  gallons  of  syrup  obtained." 
Does  he  realUe  that  a  tree  over  30 
years  of  age  will  produce  two  gallons 
of  sap  per  day  which,  when  boiled 
down  to  say  one-tenth,  will  give  an 
excellent  syrujp:  although  not  of  stan- 
dard weight,  and  this,  multiplied  by 
the  number  of  tapping  daya  and  the 
number  of  maple  trees  In  this  Province.

4This  only  allowing  for  oaa 
spout  per  troe).  1  am  Informed  by 
the  Forestry  Branch  at  Ottawa,  that, 
tapping  has  been  carried  on  In  a  small 
way  In  the  State  of  Wasklngtoa  for 
some  years,  if  thla  la  tke  case,  why 
do  we  not  do  so  here?  Personally  I 
have  ao  axe  to  grind,  I  am  absolutely 
indifferent  on  the  subject  aa  to  whether 
or  not  the  people  of  thla  Province  care 
to  help  themaelvea  from  the  cMimuco- 
Piaa  hora  of  plenty  inalstently  held  out 
to  aa,  I  toek  coaaidcrable  paina  to 
collect  all  the  data  on  the  aubject.  and 
I  am  informed  by  the  Ortma  Manufac- 
turing Company  that  tapping  by  mod- 
em Methods  cannot  possibly  hurt  the 
tree.  I  glv«  the  results  of  n\y  re- 
searth  freely  and  wish  no  recompense, 
to  all  and  aundry  and,  if  they  do  not 
care  to  help  themaelvea  ^rom  nature's 
treasure  trove,  I  certainly  shall  ndt 
J«>se  any  sleep  over  It.

Ing  made.  The  Dominion,  in  tta  effort 
to  Increaae  production,  had  cone  mo  far 
aa  to  exempt  certain  claaaeii  of  the  com- 
munity ens«ced  in  agricultural  woric; 
but  tha  Provincial  Oovemment  had  not 
aeen  lit  to  tako  auoh  a  broad  view;  they 
Clve  no  recoRnttlon  to  the  view  held  by 
the  Federal  Oovemment.  which,  were  it 
a  Liberal  one  at  this  time,  undoubtedly 
would  purano  a  almilar  course  to  that 
talcen  by  the  Coneervative  admlnietra- 
tlen  there. 

Wuuuuumt  XaotMM 

The  amendment*  to  the  Taxation  Act 
were  made  permanent,  Mr.  Bowaer 
•tated.  Jh«  real  property  tax  wouldf 
fall  moat  heavily  upon  the  producers. 
the  farmers,  and  while  It  wa«  expected 
that  the  tax  will  produce  some  |823,000 
It  will  be  done  at  the  expense  of  the 
farmer.     In   other  words,     Mr.   Bowser

forth  to  the  fariqpr  to  Increaae  produc- 
tion in  the  laudable  and  patriotic  effort 
of  helpinc  the  Kmpire  in  its  time  of 
■tresa  the  Brewster  Oovemment  came 
alonv  and  doubled  the  tax — thua  dla> 
COuraKlnir  and  stlflinfr  production. 
'  In  contrast  to  the  burden  being  placed 
upon  the  farmer,  Mr.  Bowser  pointed 
to  tho  26  per  cent,  increase  in  taxea  on 
wild  land.  The  Minister  of  Agriculture, 
^whom  one  would  auppose  would  be 
careful  of  tha  interoata  of  agriculture, 
had  been  wont  to  refer  to  his  (Mr. 
Bowser's)  alleged  use  of  the  term,  "The 
•peculator  must  have  his  chance."  Now 
the  charge  could  well  be  laid  at  the 
door  of  the  Minister. 

"I  thought  from  your  pre-election 
promisee  and  your  criticisma  of  the 
lata  Oovemment  that  you  would  bring 
down  a  bill  taxing  the  owners  of  wild 
landa,  the  "apeculators,"  out  of  exis- 
tence, but  apparently  you  have  frlehda 
among  the  apeculators.  We  And  you 
want  to  double  the  burden  on  the  farm- 
er, while  your  friends  the  speculators 
are  let  off  with  a  small  tax.  I  make 
the  charge  that  this  Oovemment  is 
atanding  in  with  the  speculator. 

Mr.  Bowser  suggested  that  perhaps  it 
was  not  advlaable  to  harrow  the  mem- 
bera  of  the  Oovemment  with  recalling 
their  pre-election  promlaea.  That 
would  be  an  endleae  and  fruitless  task, 
but  the  demonstration  of  the  Oovem- 
ment's  ability  ta  forget  Its  pre-election 
underUklngs  onoa  It  got  into  tha  saMle 
must  come,  he  thought,  as  a  distinct 
and  unpleasant  aurprise  to  the  people. 

He  referred  to  the  fact  that  coal 
lands,  falling  under  class  A  and  class 
B,  of  the  schedule  of  taxation,  offered 
■  another  plain  evidence  of  forgotten  pre- 
election .promises  on  the  part  of  the 
Oovemment.  It  waa  another  case  where 
tha  Oovammant  gave  the  speculator 
his  chanea.  Tha  taxes  on  those  two 
classes  were  to  remain  unchanged.  He 
could  remember  the  violent  speeches  by 
the  members  of  the  Oovemment  charg- 
ing the  late  admiiVstration  with  giving 
away  tke  coal  and  o(her  natural  re- 
aoaroea  to  the  speculators.  What  had 
happened  as  soon  as  the  Liberals  got 
Into  powerT  Xot  a  nlngle  dollar  was 
added  to  th<^  taxation  to  be  secured 
from  the  coal  barons.  Those  pre-elec- 
tion speeches,  he  opined,  had  been  based 
upon  statements  contained  in  the 
'  "Crlala  In  B.  C."  merely  reiterations 
not  baaed  upon  facts. 

Tkeae  VroatlM* 

Hon.  Mr.  Oliver  Interrupted  to  pro- 
teat  against  the  leader  of  the  Opposi- 
tion discuaaing  promlaea  made  on  the 
public  platform  auch,  he  argued,  not  be- 
ing germane  to  the  diacuaaion. 

Mr.  Bowaer  held  he  had  a  prefect 
right  to  prove  the  inconsistencies  of  the 
Oovemment  because  he  hoped  that  his 
argument  would  convince  the  members 
oppoalte  to  aupport  his  view.  He  could 
net.  he  declared,  get  along  if  he  were 
oonflned  to  discossing  statements  made 
within  the  four  walls  of  the  Legisla- 
ture for  the  Oovemment  policies  had 
been  diacuaaed  In  aecret  aession  of  the 
l.ieutett«nt-OoTernor-ln-Council,  or  In 
caucus.  He  could  quite  underatand  the 
Oovemment  waa  ashamed  of  those  pro- 
mises made  before  election.  Had  they 
been  honest  ones  the  fact  would  have 
been  Indicated  In  the  taxation  pro- 
posals  brought  down. 

The  leader  of  the  Oppoaitlon  alao 
olted  the  caae  of  timber  lands  on  which 
the  tax  waa  to  remain  the  aame  al- 
though  Indleationa  ahowed  that  the  in- 
duatry  waa  improving  and  the  mtlla 
were  getUng  better  price*  for  their 
product.  Thla  improvement  might  be 
■uppesed  to  warrant  an  increaaed  bur- 
den of  taxation,  but  none  waa  made 
while  the  Oovemment  fell  back  upon 
the  personal  property  tax  and  doubled 
it.  taxing  the  merchant.  If  the  latter 
waa  doing  bualnesa  in  a  large  way. 
wholeaale  for  instance,  the  tax  could 
be  levied  on  peraooal  property  or  In- 
come, whichever  waa  the  larger,  hut  In 
the  case  of  a  man  doing  busineaa  in  a 
■mail  way  that  plan  did  not  apply  for 
■hie  Income  waa  the  amaller  of  tho  two. 
hence  the  tax  fell  upon  the  atock  on 
the  ahelToa  at  a  time  when  the  demands 
upon  him  leere  the  greatest,  becauae  of 
the  war  afld  the  calla  for  patriotic  par- 
poaea.  The  fanhor  and  tho  aneal]  mer- 
chant were  tho  maflca    at     which  the 
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Oovemment     levcla     its     taxation     aa- 
saulta. 

OnroeMom  OU  M 

Mr.  'Bowser  roundly  eritlciced  the 
Oovemment  for  Its  ill-conaidered  taxa- 
tion leglalation  presented  to  the  House. 
He  referred  to  the  income  tax,  the  ex- 
emption in  the  bill  brought  down  being 
placed  at  fl.oeo  and  it  waa  only  when 
the  Oppoaitlon  had  given  notice  of  an 
amendment  to  raise  that  exemption  to 
11,500,  that  tha  Premier  had  Informed 
the  Houaa  that  it  had  been  the  Inten- 
tion of  the  Oovemment  to  make  the  ex- 
emption  11,604. 

Hon.  Mr.  Pattullo:  We  had  decided 
before  the  bill  came. down  that  the  ex- 
emption should  be  Increased. 

Mr.  Bowsert  That  only  shows  the 
incapacity  and  Incompetency  of  the  Ex- 
ecutive Council.  You  can't  carry  your 
ideas  into  legislation  until  the  Opposi- 
tion has  pointed  the  way.  The  poor 
man  with  hia  income  of  |125  per  month 
Is  not,  perhaps,  of  as  much  importance 
as   some  of  your   troubles. 

Mr.  Bowaer,  referring  to  the  queation 
of  income  exemption,  pointed  to  the 
fact  that  while  the  Oovemment  placed 
great  store  on  Its  conceaaton  tn  raising- 
the  limit  the  fact  waa  that  by  another 
bill  to  impoae  the  poll  tax  it  would.  In 
the  caae  of  a  man  not  owning  property, 
mulct  him  96.  He  quoted  the  Increaae 
made  In  regards  to  the  taxation  of 
larger  Incomes  and  stated  that  while  It 
looked  well  on  paper  as  a  matter  of  fact 
there  were  very  few  with  large  incomes 
who  would  be  affected,  that  after  all  It 
waa  the  amaller  Incomea  that  would 
bear  the  great  bulk  of  the  tax.  The 
farmer,  amall  merchant  and  wage  earn- 
er were  to  be  the  victims,  no  matter 
what  amounts  they  contributed  to 
patriotic  calls.  "Xo  matter  what  hap- 
pened In  Belgium,  the  Brewster  tax 
collector  waa  to  have  his  pound  of 
flesh,"  he  declared. 

Under  existing  conditions,  the  leader 
of  the  Opposition  declared,  the  Oovem- 
ment should  uae  the  credit  of  the  Pro- 
vince and  borrow  to  carry  on  busineaa 
until  timea  Improved,  and  should  not 
diaeourage  the  people  whoso  burdens 
were  heavy  enough.  The  present  Oov- 
emment was  able,  shortljr  after  taking 
ofllee,  to  secure  an  overdraft  gt  the 
bank  at  a  rate  of  nve  per  cent.  Such  a 
rate  did  not  look  as  If  the  credit  of  the 
Province  had  been  prejudiced  by  the 
late  administration. 

Hon.  Mr.  Oliver:  But  we  have  re- 
hablllUted  the  credit. 

Mr.  Bowser:  You  did?  Well  you  had 
better  rehabilitate  your  Oovemment, 
whioh  Is  rapidly  falling  to  pieces.  You 
had  opportunity  to  show  at  this  ses- 
sion the  truth  of  your  pre-election 
charges  that  we  dlaalpated  the  re- 
aourcea  of  the  Province.  But  the  bank, 
that  hard-headed  concern,  appreciated 
the  fact  that  we  have  not  dissipated  our 
resources. 

XBMveM  Mate* 

Mr.  Bowser  referred  to  the  Interest 
rate  the  Province  had  been  called  upon 
to  pay  upon  the  loana  In  recent  yeara. 
ranging  from  8%  per  cent  on  treaaury 
notea  In  1914  to  6.89  per  cent  In  19l«, 
the  latter  rate  but  very  slightly  over 
the  Dominion  loan  floated  about  the 
aame  time  and  more  favorable  than  that 
aecured  oA  the  .\nglo-French  loan.  The 
fact  that  the  present  Government  had 
been  able  to  secure  a  loan  from  the 
bank  at  Ave  per  cent  was  only  another 
argument  In  favor  of  the  Oovemment 
borrowing  to  carry  on  business  for  the 
time  being  rather  than  Uxing  the 
people  to  the  limit. 

"I  claim  that  under  these  circum- 
stances with  our  credit  as  good  as  It 
Is.  the  <3overament's  policy  should  be 
not  to  Increaae  taxation  on  the  amall 
man  and  preaa  him  down  under  burden- 
some Impoata,  but  to  borrow  on  yoH;- 
credlt." < 

Hon.  Mr,  Oliver,  continuing  the  de- 
bote.  agreed  it  had  bean  the  policy  of 
the  late  Oovemment  to  borrow.  It  had 
done  BO  to  the  extent  of  something 
over  118.000,000  in  exceaa  of  revenue 
brought  in,  and  that  in  the  face  of  an 
annual  Intaking  which  had  Increased 
from  93.600,000  to  9l3.6O0.00O,  The  price 
the  Province  had  to  pay  for  the  dlaaipa- 
tlon  of  Its  reaources.  Last  year,  he 
pointed  out,  the  excess  of  outlays  over 
revenue  had  been  over  four  molliona. 
Whatever  the  credit  of  the  Province 
might  be  with  the  bankera,  the  late  Oov- 
emment, aa  witneas  the  reault  of  the 
late  elections,  had  none  with  tho  peo- 
ple. One  chief  reason  why  the  preaent 
Oovemment  was  In  power  waa  becauae 
the  people  had  tired  of  former  policlea. 
policiea  which  had  inflicted  an  overhead 
charge  of  9110.000,000.  Although  the 
people  had  vote<l  for  the  railway  policies 
they  had  done  ao  becauae  they  had  been 
misled  by  false  represeiitationa.  All 
could  remember  when  the  preaent  leader 
of  the  Opposition  had  told  the  people 
that  the  P.O.K.  would  not  coat  the  the 
Province  a  cent,  that  there  would  be 
no  open  door  through  which  the  pro- 
raotera  would  be  able  to  return  to  aecure 
more  guarantees.  But  they  got  addl- 
Uonal  aid  through  fraudulent  methods 
and  aided  by  the  late  Oovemment 

The  late  <3overament,  Hon.  Mr  Oli- 
ver deelared.  had  not  increased  taxation 
becauae  it  liked  to  do  so.  He  pointed 
to  the  inercMO  of  9300,oee  m  Intereet 
flhargee  thla  year  compared  with  Igat 
and  aaserted  it  was  a  lasting  shame  that 
the  people  should  bo  overtaxed  becauae 
of  the  reckleaa  waate  and  profllgaey  of 
the  late  Government.  If  tho  Oovem- 
ment was  called  upon  to  make  revenue 
and  outlay  meet  on  the  baals  of  the 
dealings  of  tho  late  Oovemment  it 
would  have  had  to  increaae  taxattoti  Ave 
Umea  Instead  of  doabilag  it  in  aooao 
— <••  't  W»e  sot  the  credit  of  the 
IMe  QovaniBnoat  that  had  permitted  the 


preaent  admlniatra^on  to  secur*  the  half 
nltlion  from  the  bank  at  the  fMVonble 
rale  of  flva  per  eept.  but  the  undertak- 
tag  by  the  present  Oovemotent  that  It 
would  raise  taxation  and  maJte  revenue 
and  expenditure  approxinnatc  more  close- 
ly that  the  bank  consented  to  make  the 
advance. 


Hon.  Mr.  Ollger  regretted  that  it  waa 
necessary  to  tax  the  farmers,  a  claas, 
he  said,  which  got  leaa  return  for  Ita 
work  titan  any  other,  hot  the  necessity 
could  be  blamed  upon  the  extravagant 
methoda  of  the  late  Government.  He 
compared  the  taxeit  aa  levied  by  the  Con- 
aervative  Covernment  after  taking  of- 
lc»  in  1903  with  the  new  scale  to  be 
levied  by  the  prc.t^nl  Oovemment  and 
declared  them  to  be  identically  the 
•ante. 

The  bill  waa  given  ita  second  reading. 

On  the  motion  for  the  sfcond  readinK 
of  the  bill  to  impose  a  poll  tax  of  9^ 
upon  those  who  are  not  contributing 
taxea  to  municipal  or  government  pur- 
poaea,  Mr.  Bowaer  expreaaed  the  belief 
that  it  waa  a  retrograde  atep  and  it 
would  probably  be  found  that  it  would 
coat  too  much  to  collect  comparr<l  with 
the  amount  received.  It  would  probably 
reach  only  Chineae,  Japanese,  or  other 
aliena,  but  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
many  Chiaeae  are  atore  dealera  and  pay 
a  licence  fee  to  a  municipality  they 
would  thereby  be  exempt  from  the  tax 
and  the  collector  would  have  a  hard 
time  really  aacertalning  whether  a  re- 
ceipt for  auch  payment  held  by  a  Chi- 
nese waa  held  by  the  right  party. 
Theae  difficulties  had  arisen  before. 
The  white  man  who  possensed  no  prop- 
erty would  be  reached,  while  the  for- 
eigner would  probably  escape. 

Mr.  Bowser  criticised  the  Oovemment 
for  forgetting  the  clatma  of  the  returned 
aoldlera,  the  man  invalided  back  from 
the  front,  who  would  not  be  exempt  un- 
der the  bill.  True,  the  bill  did  exempt 
men  actually  engaged  in  military  or 
naval  duty,  but  that  provialon  waa  uae- 
leaa  because  they  were  outalde  the 
Juriadlction  of  the  tax  collector.  The 
amendment  preaented  bythe  opposition 
covered  the  point,  said  Mr.  Bowser,  who 
declared  that  it  had  been  left  to  the 
Opposition  to  care  for  the  welfare  of 
the  returned  men. 

Hon.  Mr.  Oliver  offered  to  accept  any 
good  suggestions  the  Opposition  might 
make  towards  bettering  the  bills  as 
brought  down. 

The  bill  was  read  a  second  time. 

The  bill  to  provide  for  placing  a  tax 
upon  tickets  of  amusement  places  was 
explained  by  Premier  Brewster,  who 
stated  it  adopted  a  principle  already 
adopted  in  Ontario  and  Quebec.  It 
placed  upon  thoae  who  could  afford  to 
go  to  a  theatre  or  amuaement  place  a 
amall  tax  on  each  ticket,  but  he  thought 
the  achedule  of  taxation  aa  aet  out  in 
the  bill  could  be  altered,  aa  it  placed 
too  great  a  burden  on  the  purchaaer  of 
the  loweat  claas  of  ticket  compared 
with  that  on  the  higher  priced  tlcketti. 
In  the  method  of  collection  the  plan 
followed  in  Ontario  would  be'  adopted 
here  aa  it  had  proved  the  nwst  satis- 
factory. 

Mot  for  Xoepltal 

Mr.  Bowser  agreed  with  the  tax  on 
the  ground  that  Uxatlon  at  this  time 
should  be  imposed  upon  those  businesses 
not  already  Uxed.  He  was  glad  to  see 
the  Oovemment  proposed  to  follow  the 
suggestion  made  by  himself  and  reduce 
the  tax  on  the  low  priced  amusement 
tickets.  He  referred  to  a  recent  confer- 
ence of  the  directors  of  the  Vancouver 
Oeneral  Hospital  and  the  Provincial 
Secretary  when  the  suggestion  was  made 
that  as  Vancouver  would  pay  tile  larger 
part  of  the  amusement  tax  a  portion  of 
the  receipt  therefrom  should  be  ap- 
plied by  the  Oovemment  towards  the 
hospital,  at  present  very  badly  In  need 
of  money.  •  ' 

Premier  Brewster  stated  there  had 
been  some  diacuasion  and  the  directors 
had  suggested  that  Vancouver  be  al- 
lowed to  collect  Its  <^wn  ticket  tax,  the 
proceeds  to  be  applied  to  hospital  pur- 
poses, but  the  Oovemment  had  taken 
the  stand  that  it  should  collect  the  tax 
and  retain  the  money  for  Provincial  pur- 
poses 

The  bill  was  given  ita  aecond  read- 
ing. 

The  bill  to  amend  the  Fort  George  In- 
corporation Act  waa  also  given  its  sec- 
ond reading.  It  extends  for  two  years 
the  provision  that  holders  of  agreementa 
to  purchaae  ahall  be  quallAed  to  run 
for  the  offices  of  mayor  or  aldermen. 

The  critlclam  of  the  leader  of  the 
Opposition  when  the  queation  waa  be- 
fore the  Houae  on  Monday  evidently 
had  an  effect  upon  the  Government,  for 
yeaterday  afternoon,  when  the  Van- 
couver Incorporation  Bill  again  came 
up  for  conaideration,  and  especially  that 
aeotlon  referring  to  the  appointment  of 
the  aenlor  police  magiatrate,  the  mayor 
and  one  alderman  aa  a  board  of  police 
oommiaalonera.  a  change  waa  auggeat- 
ed  to  leave  the  appointment  of  the 
board  aa  heretofore,  that  Is,  the  mayor 
and  two  appointees  of  the  Attorney- 
General. 

When  the  section  was  before  the 
House  on  Monday  Mr.  Bowser,  while 
stating  his  personal  opinion  that  the 
Attorney-General,  as  the  head  of  the 
Department  of  Justice,  should  retain 
control  of  the  police  boards,  as  waa 
done  under  the  former  Oovemment,  yet 
pointed  to  the  fact  that  In  the  new 
amendments  to  the  Municipal  Act  It 
was  proposed  to  have  the  police  and 
licence  boards  elected  by  the  electora, 
and  If  that  plan  waa  the  proper  one 
for  the  municipalltlea  and  all  citlea 
other  than  Vancouver,  It  ahould  be 
good  enough  for  the  latter  city.  He 
urged  that  whatever  plan  was  adopted 
it  ahould  be  uniform  throughout  the 
Province.  Now,  he  pointed  out  In  re- 
ference to  the  amendment  to  the  Van- 
couver bill.  It  waa  propoaed  to  go  l>ack 
to  the  old  ayatem  In  that  city  the  while 
the  Municipal  Act  amendmenta  aoon  to 
be  before  the  HdUae  provided  for  elec- 
tion. The  change  would  not  dispose  of 
his  'objectlona  to  anything  but  a  uat- 
form  rule. 

Acting  .\ttorncy-Oeneral  J.  w.  deB. 
Farla  auggested  that  the  amendment 
propoaed  made  no  change  from  the  old 
order  of  affaire,  hia  auggestion  evi- 
dently being  with  a  view  to  securing 
Mr.  Bowmr's  approval  In  view  of  the 
fact  that  the  old  system  favored  by 
the  latter  would   be  retained. 

But  the  leader  of  the  Opposition  de- 
clared It  waa  not  a  caae  of  what  ha 
favored.  What  was  good  for  other 
dtiee  and  municipalities  should  be 
good  for  Vancouver.  He  pointed  to  tha 
fact  that  in  view  of  the  Liberal  plat- 
form calling  for  election  of  police  and 
licence  boarda,  this  going  back  upon 
that  platform  waa  rather  aurpriaing. 

Premier  Brewater  atatad  he  atronsly 
favored  the  election  of  the  boards,  but 
Taueouver  waa  asking  that  the  chango 
back  to  the  old  ayatem  be  made  and 
porhava  It  waa  net  wiae  to  make  auy 
ehaage  "with  ao  many  thinga  before 
«•."  Thla  remark  eoacluded  th«  «». 
hate,  the  aortton  heln«  allowed  to 
stead  over  until  the  Municipal  Act 
amendmenta  were  under  r«ni<l(ienitl«n

TWO-MILLION  LOiN 


•Money  Will  Be  Utilized  for 
Proposed  Land  Settlement 
Purposes,  Chiefly  for  Loans 
to  Farmei's. 


By  a  bill  introduced  in  the  Legisla- 
ture yeaterday  'afternoon  by  Premier 
Brewster,  aa  Minister  of  Finance,  it  Is 
proposed  to  bori'of^'  92,000,000  for  the 
UMe  of  the  new  Land  Settlement  Board 
which,  under  the  bill  recentl)^  Introduced 
by  the  Minister  of  Agriculture,  will, 
among  other  duties,  take  over  the  work 
hitherto  carried  on  by  the  Agricultural 
Credits  Commission,  a  bod^  that  will 
be  abollMhed.  The  moaey  will  be  used 
for  loana  to  farmers  on  ther  same  gen- 
eral principle  aa  that  fdilo.wed  by  the 
Agricultural  Credlta   Board. 

The  loan  may  be*  secured  by  treanbry 
bills  or  notea  or'  by  debenture  Isste  to 
Ixar  not  more  than  6  per  cent,  such  de- 
bentures to  be  rephyable  not  later  than 
June  30,  1941.  Tho  precede  of  the  loan, 
Inatead  of  being  paid  into  a  apeclal  ac- 
count to  the  credit;  of  , the  Land  Settle- 
ment Board,  aa  waa  done  In  the  caae  of 
the  money  borrowed  «to  carry  on  the 
operations  of  the  Agricultural  Credits 
Board,  will  he  placed  In  the  Conwolldat- 
ed  Revenue  Fund  and  thence  paid  out 
by  the  Minister  of  Finance  on  order 
of   the    Lieutenant-Ohvemor-ln-Councll. 

The  debate  on  the  motion  for  the  sec- 
ond reading  of  the  blU  waa  adjourned  by 
Mr.  W.  J.  Bowser,  leader  of  the  Oppoai- 
tlon.
